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ION ANTONESCU 
EXECUTED; TOOK 
ROMANIA TO WAR 


Former Premier and 3 


of His Officials Put to 
Death by Firing Squad 
as Criminals. 


BUCHAREST, June 1 (UP)—A 
Firing squad today executed Mar- 
shal Ion Antonescu and three of 
the top. henchmen who helped 
him take Romania to war on the 
side of the Axis, 

Antonescu died with Prof. Mi- 
hai Antonescu, forme vice pre- 
mier; Gen, Constantin Vasiliu, 
former chief of the Gestapo-like 
Romanian internal police, and 
Ion Alexianu, former govérnor' of 
Transistria, 

They were sentenced to death 
on May 17 by a people's couft for 
war crimes and responsibility for 
Romania's disaster. 

Antonescu was the dictator and 
premier of Romania from Sept. 6, 
1940, to Aug, 23, 1944, after he had 
deposed King Carol. It was Carol 
who named Antonescu premier on 
Sept. 4, 1940, only a few days after 
Antonescu had been released from 
rison where he had been held 
or “prohibited political activity.” 
‘Two days later, Antonescu de- 
manded Carol’s abdication. Backed 
by the Germans and homegrown 
fascist forces,) Antonescu was able 
to make Carol step down. Ro- 
mania promptly assumed the sta- 
tus of a German vassal state. An- 
tonescu abolished the constitution, 
gave himself the power of creat- 
ing constitutional law and de- 
clared that he personally was 
above the law. 

In June, 1941, Antonescu threw 
Romanian troops into the German 
offensive against Russia from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea. Four 
months later, Romania assimi- 
lated Odessa and an area beyond 
the Dniester river. 

After Romania’s surrender in 
the fall of 1944, Antonescu and his 
aides were captured. They were 
held by the Russians in Odessa 
until Romania wag ready to try 
them, 

The four men wero executed at 
Jaliva prison, outside Bucharest. 
Foreign press representatives, 
except for a Russian photogra- 
pher, were excluded from the exe- 
cution on orders of Premier Petru 
Groza, an official said. 
Reporters saw the prisonérs 
marched toward the execution 
plot. The former Premier walked 
jauntily. The other Antonescu 
trembled. 

Royal commutations saved for- 
mer Defense Minister Constantine 
Pantazi, former Secret Service 
Chief Christescu and Radu Lecca, 
former commissioner for Jewish 
affairs, who also had been con- 
victed.

Population of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area has reached an 
estimated 1,540,000, representing a 
7.6 per cent increase over the 
1,431,088 recorded in the 1940 cen- 
sus, it was showr in a report 
made public yesterday by the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Census 
Committee. 

Of the total area population, as 
of last Jan. 1, St. Louis accounted 
for 840,000, or 54.5 per cent. This 


ratio is slightly lower than in 
1940, when it was 57 per cent. 


Population increase in St. Louis 
proper from 1940 to this year was 
2.9 per cent, a reversal of the 
downward trend from 1930 to 
1940, when the number of city in- 
habitants decreased .7? of 1 per 
cent. The official 1940 figure was 
816,048. 

The metropolitan area includes 
the city of St. Louis and St. Louis, 
St. Charles, St. Clair and Madison 
counties, The fastest growing 
political subdivision in the area 
is St. Louis County, which has in- 
creased 20 per cent in population 
since 1°40, from 273,230 to 328,000, 
the report sdid. 

Present estimated populations of 
the other counties, with § per- 
centages of increase over 1940, 
were given as follows: St. Charles 
county, 27,000, 5.6 per cent; St. 
Clair, 180,000, 7.8 per cent; Mad- 
ison, 165,000, 10.5 per cent. 

The number of Negroes in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County total 
about 134,000, of whom 120,000 
are in the city and 14,000 in the 
county, the report said. This is 
11.4 per cent of the total popula- 
tion and a 10.7 per cent increase 
over 1940, 

Basis of Estimates, 

Estimates prepared by the com- 
mittee were based on public school 
enroliment, birth and death rates, 
data supplied by a public. utility 
company and other factors. The 
study was in connection with a 
new statistical project called, “A 
Microscope for Studying  S8t. 
Louis,” intended to show distribu- 
tion of population, sales and hous- 
ing and other significant facts, 

The committee, headed by Roy 
Wenzlick,; local economist, is com- 
posed of representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Jewish 
Federation, City Plan Commis- 
sion, Board of Education, St, 
Louis and Washington universi- 
ties, Social Plannin Council, 
Y.M.C.A, and Union Electric Co.

BAKERS AT KANSAS CITY

Crowd of 1500 at One Store; Wage

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 1 
(AP) — Long lines of housewives 
formed in front of stores before 
the opening hour today to storm 
bread counters as a strike of bak- 
ery workers began. Fifteen hun- 
dred persons were at one store 
when it opened at 9 a.m. All the 
bread’ was sold in less than an 
hour. - 

Bakers said normal supplies 
were furnished to stores today but 
the pinch, starting Monday, would 
be felt over a wide area. Plants 
here deliver as far as Jefferson 
City. 

The AFL Bakers’ Local No. 218 
is seeking a wage increase of 
about 15 cents an hour for 400 
bakers and 20 cents for 500 auxil- 
lary employes. The city’s Master 
Bakers’ Association offered 10 
cents an hour increase to all 
workers, Present pay scales are 
$1.05 for bakers and from 45 to 
67% cents an hour for auxiliary 


employes. 


Scientist Describes Atom Bomb 
Tests as ‘Gigantic Boondoggle’ 


NEW YORK, Jine 1 (AP)—Op- 
eration Crossroads, the atomic 
bomb test scheduled for next 
month at Bikini atoll in the Pa- 
cific, was described tonight as “a 
gigantic boondoggle” by Dr. Louis 
Ridenour, physicist of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

“I believe that if one set out to 
arrange conditions so that as little 
of value as possible could be ac- 
complished by exploding an atomic 
bomb, he could scarcely do better 
than will be done this July at Bi- 
kini,” Dr. Ridenour said in a ra- 
dio talk. 

He said “all scientists are in 
agreement that the. best way to 
use an atomic bomb against ships 
is to set it off at a very consider- 
able depth in open sea,” but he 
pointed out that this type of test 
had been postponed until 1947. 

He said his “guess” was that 
between one’and three ships might 
be sunk by the air burst of the 
atomic bomb planned for July, 
and that slightly greater damage 
might be caused by the surface

“It will be hard for the newspa- 
pers to restrain themselves, if 
these predictions prove to be any- 
where near the truth, from run- 
ning banner headlines which 
scream ‘Navy Survives Atom 
Bomb,’ Dr. Ridenour asserted. 

“This conclusion is entirely mis- 
leading; for not only would an en- 
emy use an atomic bomb against 
ships by means of a deep-water ex- 
plosion, but also it is dubious 
whether an enemy would use an 
atomic bomb against ships at all. 

“If he could drop such a bomb 
on a city, this enemy could de- 
stroy a square mile or so and kill 
up to 100,000 people; to use such a 
weapon on a few ships and a few 
thousand men seems wasteful in 
the extreme.” 

The scientist suggested that 
more could be accomplished by ex- 
ploding one bomb in view of mil- 
lions of people who could “see for 
themselves the majesty and the 


terror of the explosion” and by 
testing a second bomb’s effects

TRUMAN'S LABOR 
BILL 10 GET nM 
T0 SIGN CASE ACT 


Emergency. Measure, 
Modified by Senate, 
Will Be Delayed — 
Party Heads Would 
Send It to Conference. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)— 
President Truman complained to- 
day that the Senate had emascu- 
lated his emergency strike control 
bill, and key legislators used even 
that as a lever to try to get his 
signature to the controversial Case 
labor disputes measure, 

To get the modified Senate ver- 
sion of the emergency bill, these 
congressional leaders said, the 
President first must approve the 
Case bill and its far-reaching, 
long-range curbs on union activi- 
ties. 

That was not the prediction of 
Democratic chiefs, however, They 
said there still was a chance of 
stiffening the emergency bill. 

The attitude of leaders of a bi- 
partisan bloc that has controlled 
labor legislation in the House in 
recent months was expressed by 
Representative Allen (Rep.), Dli- 
nois. 

“The emergency bill, as passed 
by the Senate, still is powerful,” 
he said. “It gives the President 
enough authority. We won't act 
on it immediately, but if he signs 
the Case bill we will send him the 
emergency legislation.” 

House to Delay Action. 

The Senate passed the. modified 
emergency bill early this morning 
after discarding a provision to 
draft workers who struck in Gov- 
ernment-operated industries or 
plants. The legislation went back 
to the House for approval or re- 
jection of Senate changes.

The House passed the Presi- 
dent’s bill last Saturday, 306 to 
13; exactly as requested by Tru- 
man and within two hours after 
he asked for it. Under rules in 
effect then, members had to ac- 
cept or reject the entire measure. 
They had no chance to propose 
changes, 

Representative Case (Rep.), 
South Dakota, author of the orig- 
inal of the measure which still 
bears his name, declared that “it 
is inconceivable” to him that the 
President will veto it.

SHIP OPERATORS 
REJECT SEAMEN 
UNIONS DEMANDS 


They Say Acceptance 
Would Torpedo Mer- 
chant Marine, Drive 
Flag From Sea Lanes. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (UP)— 
Ship owners tonight rejected the 
wage and hour demands of seven 


seamen’s unions, asserting that 
acceptance would “torpedo the 
American merchant marine” and 
cause the American flag to “dis- 
appear from the sea lanes of the 
world.” 

The unions have demanded wage 
increaseg of 22 to 35 cents an 
hour, a 40-hour week, overtime 
rates of $1.25 to $1.75 an hour and 
retroactivity on increases to last 
Oct. 1, They have threatened to 
strike June 15 if their demands 
are not met, 

The operators’ statement was 
made by Frank J. Taylor, chair- 
man of the negotiating commit- 
tee for Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
ship owners, as negotiating ses- 
sions were resumed between op- 
erators and unions here tonight. 

Taylor presumably consulted 
with Pacific ship owners before 
issuing his rejection. It did not 
rule out company counter pro- 
posals, 

Owner’s Statement. 

Using the same words the un- 
ions pronounced in denouncing 
President Truman’s threat to call 
on the Navy, Coast Guard and 
War Shipping Administration to 
keep ships moving, Taylor de- 
clared that union demands would 
“virtually torpedo and eliminate 
the American merchant marine as 
a factor in our world trade and 
national defense.” 

He declared that the union de- 
mands “far exceed those previ- 
ously demanded and were made 
without any consideration of their 
possible effect on the future oper- 
ations of the American merchant 
marine,” 

“The increased cost of opera- 
tion can not be passed on to those 
who ordinarily use American ships 
as shippers, and travelers will nat- 
urally turn to foreign vessels 
which have in many instances 100 
per cent lower costs.” .

VATICAN CITY, June 1 (AP)— 
Pope Pius XII in a world broad- 
cast on the eve of important Ital- 
jan and French elections, declared

ism.” 

The Pope spoke in response to 
the greeting of 21 members of the 
Sacred College of Cardinals on the 
occasion of his name day, the 
Feast of St. Eugenio. 

In his 20-minute address he did 
not mention Communism by name. 
The Communists are strong con- 
tenders in both the Italian and 
French elections. 

A yoar ago, the Pope said, the 
people “hailed the advent of a 
peace, which, although still insuf- 
ficient to satisfy their legitimate 
aspirations, might suffice at least 
to create tolerable living condi- 
tions.” 

“True Peace Moving Away.” 

“A year-has passed,” he con- 
tinued. “Today it is but too clear 
that we were right, alas, ip allow- 
ing our word to betray the uneasi- 
ness which weighed on our Fa- 
ther’s heart, the anxiety which 
threw a shadow over our joy from 
the cessation of hostilities. To a 

true and genuine peace we insisted 
upon on the occasion of this same 
feast, the road will be long and 
arduous—too long for the pent-up 
aspirations of mankind starving 
for order and calm, 

“Since then there have been 
multiplied efforts, discussions, 
exchange of views, even direct 
contacts between the statesmen 
in whose hands lie the destinies 
of the world, But not seldom 
one gathers the impression that 
true peace, peace such as an- 

swers to the needs and the 
yearnings of the human and 
Christian conscience, rather than 


rather than gaining strength 
and consistence as a _ trust-in- 
spiring reality, is tending to fade 
away and vanish. 

“The more the cards heap up 
on the international conference 
tables the greater become the 
difficulties and hindrances to 
the achievement of solutions 
that are morally justifiable. How 


men of responsibility without 
exception in view of the lessons 
taught them in the bloody school 
of war would show themselves 
really animated by a deep horror 
of all ideas of despotism, of 
eve attempt at the forcible 
domination of other peoples. 

“It is by an upright and equit- 
able attitude toward the weak 
that the strong show a sincere 
abandonment of an imperialistic, 
domineering spirit and a genuine

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 1 
(AP)—A joyrider put a kick in 
streetcar travel here today. 

Undetected he entered the Phil- 
adelphia Transportation Company 
barns and took out a streamliner. 
It looked like business as usual 
to attendants. 

But suddenly phone calls started 
coming in at police headquarters.

met effect of the Case bill’s pro 
vision regarding supervisory em- 
ployes is to declare an open shop 
for foremen, Congressman Francis 
Case (Rep.), South Dakota, said 
to the Post-Dispatch today. 

“It clarifies the situation of 
foremen’s unions by providing 
that while supervisory employes 
may become or remain members 
of labor unions, those who have 
the authority of hiring, firimg or 
fixing wages in the interest of 
the employer may not be the rep- 
resentatives of general employe 
Organizations in collective bar- 
gaining,” Case said. “This as- 
sumes the employes actually ex- 
ercise judgment and do not just 
perform clerical work.” 

The bill has Become known as 
the “Case Bill” although it has 
undergone many changes since it 
was introduced originally by Rep- 
resentative Case. 

Case said there had been a great 
deal of misunderstanding about 
the bill, which has been passed by 
both houses and has been sent 
to President Truman for signing 
or veto, One of the errors is that 
fit contains a definition of a fore- 
mnan as one who devotes less than 
20 per cent of his time to pro 
ductive manual work. There is 
mo reference to manual labor in 
the section on supervisory em- 
ployes, although it was discussed 
in hearin 


gs. 

The issue of whether foremen 
@re covered by the National La- 
bor Relations Act frequently has 
plagued the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. There have been 
several conflicting decisions. The 
Case bill amends the act by add- 
ing to the list of those excluded 
from its provisions “any indi- 
vidual employed as a supervisor.” 

Definition of Supervisor. 

It then defines the term “su- 
pervisor” as follows: 

“Any individual having author- 
ity, im -the interest of the em- 
ployer— 

“(A) To hire, transfer, sus- 
pend, lay off, recall, promote, 
demote, discharge, assign, re- 
ward or discipline not less than 
five employes of the employer, 
or to adjust their grievances, or 
to recommend effectively any 
such action; or 

“(B) To determine, or make 
effective recommendations with 
respect to, the amount of 
Wages earned by not less than 
five employes, or to apply, or 
make effective recommenda- 
tions with respect to the appli- 
cation of, the factors upon the 
basis of which the wages of not 
less than five employes are de- 
termined, if in connection with 
the foregoing the exercise of 
such authority is not of a mere- 
ly routine or clerical nature, 
but requires the use of inde- 
pendent judgment.” 

Case, who discussed the bill 
with the reporter, underlined the 
phrases “in the interest of the 
employer” and “requires the use 
ef independent judgment.” 

He emphasized the concluding 
provisiofis of the section, that the 
term “supervisor” shall “not in- 
clude any individua] in an occupa- 
tion of character which under 
prevailing custom prior to July 1, 
1935, (when the NLRA went into 
effect) was covered by collective 
bargaining agreements. Nothing 
herein shall prohibit a supervisory 
employe from becoming or re- 
maining a member of a labor or- 
ganization.” 

Foreman and Union Membership. 

“In other words,* Case said, “a 
foreman could be a member of a 
union which could bargain cok 
lectively for the foremen, but he 
wouldn't have the protection of 
the NLRA, or Wagner Act. An 
employer wouldn't have to bar- 
gain collectively, and he could 
fire an unsatisfactory foreman 
without becoming subject to a 
charge of unfair labor practice,” 

“In other words,” the reporter 
said, “it kicks the props out from 
under the foremen.” 

“In some ways it does,” Case 
conceded. 

The section on foremen was 
placed in the bill through an 
amendment offered in the Senate 
by Senator Allen J. Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, in behalf of 
himself and three other Demo- 
ecrats and four Republicans. It 
was opposed on the floor by Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, authcr of the Wagner 


Act. 

“T believe the subject is the very 
subject over which we fought sev- 
eral years ago,” Wagner said.

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Use of ‘Mad Operator’ Detector in War Dis- 
closed—Device Attached to Tail of 
Craft or Trailed by Cable.

NEW YORK, June 1 (AP)—A 
new war secret, a magnetic finger 
on airplanes that pointed un- 


erringly at submarines beneath 
the water, and that sealed Gibral- 
tar’s straits to U-boat passage, 
was disclosed today by Columbia 
University. 

The finger is a magnetic de- 
tector, small enough to be at- 
tached te the extreme tail end of 
a plane or trailed from the end 
of a cable. In practice it was 
trailed from a cable to free it 
from the magnetic influences of 
the plane. It picks up and points 
to the magnetic. disturbance of a 
steel ship. 

This finger begins pointing in a 
wide cone above a submarine, The 
plane then circles until the mag- 


below at the right angle for drop-: 
ping a depth bomb. The Columbia 
announcement said that in the 
critical days after the invasion of 
Normandy, that part of the Ger- 
man U-boat fleet in the Mediter-

The finger was called “mad op- 
erator,” from its right name 
which is magnetic airborne de 
tector. It works on the same gen- 
eral principle as the land mine 
detector, the ship’s cable that pro- 
tected against German magnetic 
sea “nines and the detectors 
miner use in prospecting. 

However, the “mad operator” is 
far more sensitive. It reads mag- 


netic device says the submarine is. 


netic disturbances smaller and 
more complicated than other mag- 
netic instruments. When the 
scientists were developing the de- 
tector they could not wear stee)- 
rimmed spectacles because these 
rims caused magnetic interfer- 
ence, The same was trie of shoe 
nails, watches and pocket knives. 
Sometimes the research men had 
to search their clothing for odd 
bits of metal. 

The earth itself interfered with 
early developments. The work 
had to be started in one of the 
spots which for some reason not 
understood are magnetically quiet. 
Quonset Point, R. IL, is one such 
place and the work started there 
ears in 1941. Later it moved to 
LaGuardia field, and to Cold 
Spring Harbor, Long Island, N. Y. 

The announcement was made by 
Dr. George B, Pegram, dean of 
Columbia’s graduate faculties. The 
work was co-operative, by Colum- 
bia’s Airborne Instruments Lab- 
oratory, Navy Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics and Ordnance, Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, Gulf Research and 
Development Co., National De- 
fense Research Committee and the 
Office of Scientific Research and 
Defense. 

In Washington, W. E. Wrather, 
director of the Geological Survey, 
said the magnetic finger had been 
used in aerial hunts for new iron 
and petroleum producing areas 
and was “100 times as fast as 
ground surveys” and more accu- 
rate. Whether the device will lo- 
cate sunken ships and buried 
treasure is not known.

ANTI-PROTESTANT DECREE 
PROCLAIMED IN ARGENTINA 


BUENOS AIRES, June 1 (AP) 
—A Government decree issued to- 
day ordered the registration of all 
religious organizations except Ro- 
man Catholic. 

The decree forbade the estab- 
lishment of new Protestant mis- 
sions or churches to work among 
the Indians and required that in 
the future all Protestant denomi- 
nations must be approved by the 
local Catholic bishop before they 
can deal with the Government. 


The dispatch did not say wheth- 
er the demonstrators at the ca- 
thedral who broke through the 
cordon were hostile.

Choosing Delegates. 

In addition to deciding the mon- 
archy issue, the voters, with the 
women outnumbering the men, will 
elect delegates to a constituent 
assembly which will write the po- 
litical, social and economic prin- 
ciples of the new Italian state. 
Approximately 15,000,000 women 
and 13,000,000 men are eligible to 
participate in the balloting — the 
first free expression of national 
opinion since Benito Mussolini set 
up his dictatorship a generation 


ago. 
The ministry of the interior said 
the official result on the mon- 
archy issue would not be known 
until after June 7, with the Su- 
preme Court of Decision making 
the announcement. Returns in the 
constituent assembly voting prob- 
ably will be announced earlier. 
Most impartial observers still 
predicted a republican victory, al- 
though conceding that the mon- 
archists appeared to have gained 
strength since King Umberto II 
assumed the throne after the ab- 
dication of his father, Vittorio 
Emanuele III, on May 9. 
Umberto’s Promise, 


In a last appeal to the nation 
Umberto promised the Italians an- 
other chance later to decide the 
question of monarchy versus re- 
public if they voted this time to 
leave him on the throne. He said 
his proposed new plebiscite would 
be held immediately after the con- 
stituent assembly completed a new 
constitution and would be “in any 
form the popular representation 
might propose.” 

ommunist Leader Palmiro To- 
gliatti asserted Umberto’s action 
had violated the election law 
which he had approved and signed 
as lieutenant general of the realm, 
and added that if the monarchy 
won the plebiscite Umberto “will 
not assume the throne at all, but 
must await the decision of the 
eonstituent assembly on who shall 
be the chief of state.” 


FRENCH ELECTION 
TODAY ASOCIALIST, 


Blum Tells Voters ‘Wrong 
Decisions’ Will Have 
Repercussions Outside 
Nation’s Borders. 


PARIS, June 1 (AP) — To- 
morrow’s empire-wide election to 
choose a new French constituent 
assembly is expected to provide a 
definite showdown between the 
Communists and the Socialists. 

Former Premier Leon Blum, 
whose Socialist party in a bitter 
pre-election campaign charged the 
Communists with following Soviet 
policy too closely,. declared the 
election has implications even be- 
yond the French empire’s borders. 

Blum, just returned from his 
successful loan mission to the 
United States, told the nation in 
a radio address that “Europe and 
the world are looking for their 
constitution, like France.” 


He said a “wrong decision” by 
the voters could render France's 
position difficult at the next ses- 
sion of the four-power foreign 
ministers’ conference, and facili- 
tate “the division of Europe and 
the world into antagonistic blocs 
—a division which would have re- 
percussions on the interior of 
each country.” Blum did not 
specify that “a wrong decision” 
would be a Cammunist victory. 


Five Major Parties. 


About 20,000,000 voters will go 
to the polls throughout the em- 
pire, except in Indochina and on 
Reunion Island, to choose from 
more than 3000 candidates for the 
586 assembly seats. Indochina is 
regarded as too unsettled to vote, 
and Reunion Island’s vote was 
pce-tponed until June 16 following 
the murder of a candidate of the 
MRP (Popular Republican Move- 
ment) while making a campaign 
speech in the Indian Ocean colony 
east of Madagascar. 

The five major parties in the 
campaign are the Communists and 
Socialists, both left; the Republic- 
an Rally, center-left; the MRP, 
center, and the PRL (Republican 
Liberty Party), right. 

The previous assembly drafted 
a constitution providing for a pow- 
erful unicameral legislative sys- 
tem, only to have it defeated in 
a referendum on May 5. It was 
the first major setback for the 
French left since the liberation. 


The new assembly will have the 
task of writing the constitution.

ERE is a summary of the Senate version of the emergency strike 
conirol bill, ag amended and passed by that body early today: 


1. The bill sets out as a national policy that labor disputes which 
interrupt or threaten to interrupt the operations of industries essen- 
tial to the public health, security and national economy should be 


2. When the President has seized a plant, mine or other facility 
and decides that its continued operation is necessary to the public 
health, security and national economy, he may proclaim a national 


His proclamation would bid all employes and officers and exec- 
utives of the employer to return to work;.call on all representatives 
of the employer and employes “to take affirmative action” to recall 
employes and company officers to duty, and provide for the estab- 
lishment of “fair and just wages” and other conditions of employment 


Punishment Provision. 


3. After issuance of the proclamation, it would be the obligation 
of the officers or agents of the employer conducting a lockout, or 
of the officers or agents of the labor organization conducting a strike, 
to take “affirmative action” te end the interruption of work. Punish- 
ment for willful violation of this provision would be as much as a year 


When the proclamation became effective, continuation of the 
strike or lockout would be unlawful. 


4. The Attorney General would be given injunctive power to en- 
force the provision against conducting work stoppages while the 


5. Employes who refifsed to return to work after the President's 
proclamation, or who struck while the facility was ‘in the Govern- 
ment’s possession, would lose their rights under the National Labor 
Relations Act or the Railway Labor Act, as the case might be. 


6. The act would cease to be effective six months after the Presi- 
dent proclaimed the end of hostilities, or on passage of a termination 
resolution by both House and Senate, or on June 30, 1947, whichever 


The Senate eliminated two whole sections of the bill the President 
had asked for and which had been passed by the House, and in 
addition wrote in half a dozen modifications. 


Draft Feature Eliminated. 


The most far-reaching change was elimination of a section which 
would have given the President power to draft into the Army strikers 
who refused to return to work within 24 hours after the President's 
proclamation took effect. The Senate was emphatically against this, 
knocking it out by a vote of 70 to 13. 

Also erased was a section which laid down the rules for paying 
“Just compensation” to the owers of seized properties, and for turning 
any profit from Government operation into the federal treasury. 
Lawyer members said compensation was a question for the courts 
under constitutional procedure, nat Congress. 

Another important provision rejected by the Senate would have 
stripped away the seniority rights of strikers who refused to return 


The Senate made only a few additions to the measure, principally 
minor rephrasing. The alternative; June 30, 1947, deadline for opera- 
tion of the act was a Senate feature.

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FRANCE ASKS USS. 
TO INTERVENE IN 
ROW WITH SIAM 


Note to America and Brit- 
ain Requests Their 
Help in Getting Back 
IndoChina Areas. 


PARIS, June 1 (UP)—France 
has asked the United States and 
Britain to intervene in the Siam- 
ese border dispute and put pres- 
sure on Siam to restore lands 
appropriated from Indo China and 
suppress border raiding rebels, it 
was announced today. 

A French foreign office spokes- 
man said a note had been handed 
to the American and British am- 
bassadors in Paris asking inter- . 
vention with the Siamese Govern- 
ment by their Governments, 

The French note asked that 
representations be made to Siam 
“to make her cease the aid and 
protection she is giving to Laos 
rebels and to demand restitution © 
of appropriated provinces to Laos 
and Cambodia.” 

The spokesman said the French 
note charged Siam with exagger- 
ating recent border incidents to 
cover up the real problem, which 
the French consider to be rest'- 
tution to Indo China of territory 
taken by Siam with Japanese help 
in 1941. 

France has admitted troop in- 
cursions into Siam from Endo- 
china, but said these forces were 
driving back and pursuing bands 
from Siam, 

Siamese sources in Bangkok 
charged that the incursions were 
invasions of Siamese territory and 
said that the question of Freneh 
aggression would be put before 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cll. 

The French foreign office 
charged that Siam has no author- 
ity to raise the question before 
the Security Council because Siam 
is not a member of the United 
Nations and still is in a technical 
state of war with France due to 
the absence of a peace treaty.

U. 8-Union Contract. 

The Government-union contract 
will be effective during the period 
of Government operation of the 
soft coal mines. It is expected to 
be the basis of any permanent set- 
tlement between the private oper- 
ators and miners.

Steelman, during which he aver- 
aged about 18 hour's a day at con- 
ferences, and watchful waiting. 
He did not show the effects of the 
physical and mental strain. He 
can “snap back” after three or 
four hours sleep, if once a week 
he can get a full night’s rest. 

He was back at his“White House 
office last Sunday, the day after 
the strike settlement, cleaning up 
the accumulated work of two 
weeks. Then last Monday, he 
took up the Railway Express dis- 
pute involving 85,000 workers that 
had been going on since October 
and by Wednesday evening he had 
effected a settlement. 

Steelman had followed the rail- 
road negotiations in a genera] way 
since January, when it became 
evident there might be trouble. 
As a special assistant to the Presi- 
dent this was a logical assignment 
for him rather than Secretary of 
Labor Schwellenbach because the 
Railway Labor Act puts a rail 
dispute in the President's lap if no 
agreement can reached be- 
tween the workers and the car- 
riers. 

Thus, when the President’s 
Emergency Board determined on 
April 16 what its report would, be, 
Steelman was advised shortly 
thereafter. He started his “talks” 
in April to see about bringing the 
disputants closer together. This 
was his standard operating pro- 
cedure. His objective, as usual, 
was to narrow the gap separating 
the two groups. 

Whitney and Johnston, how- 
ever, were in no mood to accept 
the Emergency Board's recom- 
mendations or to compromise. 
They demanded consideration of 
all 44 rules changes, some véry 
complicated. They broke off nego- 
tiations on May 2. They had al- 
ready announced they would call 
their union members off the job 
on May 18, 


Steelman was consulted before 
the White House asked that ne- 
gotiations be resumed on May 14. 
These conferences ended in “no 
progress” two days later, after the 
two brotherhood chiefs insisted on 
discussion of all 44 of their pro- 
posed rule changes, 

He was with the President on 
May 17 when Truman informed 
Whitney and Johnston that he 
had no alternative except seizure 
of the railroads if they persisted 
on their strike call for May 18. 

Intense Work Began, 

On Saturday, May 18, Steelman’s 
intense work began. Less than a 
half hour before the deadline set 
for the strike, 4 p.m., the Presi- 
dent and he, by telephone to Cleve- 
land, obtained an agreement from 
Whitney and Johnston to postpone 
the strike until 4 p.m. Thursday, 
May 23. Steelman would have pre- 
ferred a 10-day truce, but he was 
satisfied when the two union pres-' 
idents promised to come to Wash- 
ington to resume negotiations. 

A stenographic transcript was 
made of these telephone conver- 
sations. (Portions of this tran- 
script, as made public by Whit- 
ney’s office, were published in last 
Friday’s Post-Dispatch.) There is 
no doubt that Steelman held out 
“concessions” from the carriers 
although he would not allow the 
union chiefs to quote the President 
to that effect. 

When a professional mediator 
promises “concessions,” he must 
know what he is talking about. 
At that time there was a probabil- 
ity that the carriers would have 
agreed to some compromise on the 
several rule changes not covered 
by the emergency board report. 

Whitney and Johnston returned 
to Washington on Sunday, May 19, 
and Steelman, again following 
standard operating procedure, kept 
shuttling between their headquar- 
ters in the Mayflower Hotel and 
the carriers’ headquarters at the 
Statler. These separate confer- 
ences continued through Monday 
and Tuesday.

‘Things were working to a dra- 
matic climax, as they always do 
when important labor bargaining 
is in progress. Steelman was 
getting ready to put on his spec- 
tacular show. 

President Truman invited Whit- 
ney and Johnston to his office for 
a talk. He also sent for the 
carriers’ representatives and the 
representatives of the 18 railway 
unions which had not threatened 
to strike. In separate talks to 
each group, the President said he 
was going to propose an hourly 
wage increase of 18% cents, or 2% 
cents above the Emergency 
Board’s recommendation.. The 2% 
cents was to be “in lieu of” all 
rule changes. The carrier repre- 
sentatives and those of the 18 
other unions (3 operating, 15 non- 
operating) said they would accept 
the President’s plan, 


The non-operating union repre- 
sentatives were not particularly 
interested in the rules because 
they were not affected. 

Truman got really mad, as his 
later speeches revealed, when 
Whitney and Johnston refused to 
come to the office of the Presi- 
dent of the United States and 
hold a joint conference with the 
representatives of the carriers and 
the other three operating brother- 
hoods, 

When he spoke to Whitney and 
Johnston alone they refused to 
give a “yes” or “no” answer at 
once, explaining that they would 
have to take the question up with 
their men. The President gave 
them until noon the following day. 
While they were at the Union 
Station waiting for their train to 
Cleveland a telephone call by 
Steelman informed them that the 
President expected their reply in 
person. Steelman had not: given 
up hope, The union men returned 
to their hotel. 

_. Sets Stage Again. 

Steelman again set the White 
House stage. This time Whitney 
and Johnston, the carrier repre- 
sentatives and the representatives 
of the non-striking unions were 
grouped separately in the Cabinet 
room, the “Fish Room,” . so-called 
because of a small goldfish bowl 
therein, and in the office of 
Charles G. Ross, the White House 
press secretary. 

The meetings started about 
11:30 am. Thursday, May 23, 
Whitney and Johnston gave Steel- 
man their curt, disrespectful let- 
ter rejecting the President’s com- 
promise. Still hopeful of a settle- 
ment, he did not show it to the 
President at once. The three 
groups spent more than nine 
hours at the White House. Sand- 
wiches and coffee were brought 
in. Steelman moved from one 
group to another. He is proud of 
the fact that negotiations were 
going on when the second dead- 
line for the strike came at 4 p.m. 

President Truman has been un- 
justly criticised for attending a 
garden party for disabled veterans 
while the negotiations were going 
on. Perhaps a better phrase 
would be, while the negotiations 
were stalemated. At no time was 
he more than a hundred yards 
from his office. He was available 
for a conference at any time there 
was a sign of definite progress.

persecution. It urged that an in- 
“ternational agency be formed to 
resettle refugees. 


The report was completed after 
eight weeks of deliberation by 
representatives of 20 nations and 
now is on its way to the U.N. Eco- 
nomic and Social Council in New 
York. Minority reports on several

throughout the discussions were 
definition of the term “refugee,” 
and the matter of recognition of

The report proposed that perse-

national conditions. -No license 
could be issued until 90 days after 
such a report was made to Con- 
gress. 

Geared to Any World Pact, 

The bill provides that any con- 
flicting provisions in it will be 
superceded by the terms of any 
international agreement for con- 
trol of atomic energy.

The Nazis planned to 
use the children to bolster their 
own manpower and at the same 
time reduce the manpower poten- 
tial of neighboring countries. 

The Nazis even screened their 
youthful captives carefully to find 
those of intellectual or physical 
superiority who could be trained 
for special uses. Many were sent 
to schools training future §8.S. 
(elite guard) troopers. 

Inferior children or those who 
refused to absorb Nazi training 
were used in medical experiments 
—human pin-cushions for doctors 
who injected them with untried 
drugs which often killed them or 
left them mental or physical 
wrecks. 

Attempts to Conceal Origin, 

The difficulty of finding the lost 
children is complicated by the 
cunning with which they have 
been Germanized and induced to 
forget or deny that they ever 
were anything but German. 


Many were placed in childless 
German homes at such early ages 
that they came to believe the Ger- 
mans were their real parents or 
grew to love them and resisted 
identification efforts. Older chil- 
dren were drilled to conceal their 
origin—and sometimes were sent 
to experimental stations if they 
revealed the secret. 

Birth and police records, concen- 
tration camp documefts, rumors 
and suspicions provide the initial 
clues to the children’s where- 
‘abouts, Language often proves 
the decisive evidence. UNRRA lin- 
guists try.to discover if children 
suspected of foreign nationality 
can speak or recognize languages 
‘+ other than German. 

In one case a child spoke such 
good German and gave such logi- 
cal answers that UNRRA inter- 
viewers were about to concede he 
was a German.” Then one last 
question brought the defiant an- 
swer “nein, nein, nista.” That 
“nista” was Serbian, and he 
proved to be a Yugoslav. 

Many Parents Join Search. 

Some German foster parents 

poison the minds of their youthful 
charges against their real parents, 
often telling them the parents 
were criminals or deserted them, 
so that the chidlren won’t want 
te go back. 
Many parents whose children 
were. torn from them when they 
were deported to German concen- 
tration camps or slave factories 
have taken the search into their 
own hands. Some have left dis- 
placed persons gamps to wander 
about Germany, hungry and 
ragged, chasing clues to their 
loved ones. A few of these in- 
domitable parents have returned 
to camp happily leading their lost 
children, 

Many of the UNRRA searchers 
are themselves Nazi victims, some 
even- looking for their own rela- 
tives. There is Sophie Butrym, 
a 19-year-old Polish girl, for ex- 
ample. She still wears her hair 
in two long braids—as her parents 
knew her—in hopes of being rec- 
ognized in some chance encounter.

CHESTERTOWN, Md., June 1 
(AP)—President Truman, relish- 
ing the role of a smal) towner 
sold on small institutions that pro- 
duce “big shots,” said today that 
America “is facing the greatest 


age in its history.” 

Its Government, greatest in the 
world’s history, he said, never will 
come under the absolute control 
of “any one man or any one group 
of men.” 

Without establishing any identi- 
fications, Truman added: 

“Sometimes they think they 
have control, but it has never 
me out that way—and it never 

A diffusion of powers prevents 
it, the chief executive asserted. 

As he accepted an honorary de- 
gree from little Washington Col- 
lege in this little town on Mary- 
land’s eastern shore, the President 
declared that “this country is 
great on account of its small edu- 
cational institutions, more than 
anything ¢lse.” 

In cap and gown, Truman 
spoke extemporaneously as a hot 
sun smiled down on the campus 
of a school which in the past had 
honored George Washington and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt with hon- 
orary degrees. For Truman, it 
was the eighth such honor—the 
fourth in a month. 

He motored here from Wash- 
ington, crossing Chesapeake Bay 
on a ferry whose passengers 
craned for a look at him and 
stretched to hear his casual re- 


marks, 

Text of Address. 
Following is the President's text: 
“Dr. Mead, Col. Brown, Gov. 

O’Conor, distinguished * Senators, 
Congressman Roe, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, and this wonderful bevy 
of graduates— young men and 
young women-—here before me, it 
is a very great honor to me to 
be here today. 

“I can’t tell you how much I 
appreciate it. The honor that is 
given to me today by this vener- 
able institution—and it is a ven- 
erable institution according to our 
standards in this Western Hemi- 
sphere—is one that I'll treasure 
all the rest of my life. 

“This college has a wonderful 
background and history. I lis 
tened to President Mead a while 
ago as he discussed that back- 
ground and history. One of the 
things I like about this college is 
that it is a small college in a rural 
community. 

“TI was born in a small town. 
I was raised in a smal] town. Don’t 
quote me on that in Independence. 
(Laughter.) I spent the best 10 
years of my life operating a 540- 
acre farm in Jackson county, Mis- 


souri, and that farm is still home | 


to me. 

“This is a wonderful institu- 
tion on account of its connection 
With the first President of the 
United States. It was my priv- 
ilege the other night to be present 
at the graduation of my daughter 
—at another Washington Univer- 
sity in which George Washington 
was interested, and in which he 
had some measure of helping the 
founding. In fact, he directed 
that that institution be founded in 
his will I understand that he 
was a trustee of this great insti- 
tution when he was made Presi- 
dent of the United States. A great 
honor. My _ great predecessor 
whom I succeeded at his death 
was also an honorary graduate of 
this great institution and he liked 
small colleges and small communi- 
ties and rural communities. He 
always called himself a farmer. 
Although he was graduated from 
Harvard and Columbia in a com- 
munity that is very large in popu- 
lation, I think his heart ran to 
the soil. I know that ming does. 

“I think this country is great 
on account ‘of its small education- 
al institutions, more than anythi 
else, You know James A. Garfiel 
said that his idea of a college was

Socialist Party Blames VU. 8. for 
World Food Shortage. 

CHICAGO, June 1 (UP)—The 
Socialist ‘party of the United 
States charged the United States 
Government today with being pri- 
‘marily responsible for the world 
food shortage. Delegates to the 
party’s biennial convention adopt- 
ed a resolution beginning: 

“The world stands today on the 
verge of unprecedented mass 
starvation. This starvation is the 
direct result of the policies of 
the Allied governments, and above 
all of our own, 

“During the years of the war 
these governments followed a 
policy of deliberately starving the 
peoples of Europe—but they prom- 
ised that huge stores of food 
would be available for those peo- 
ples immediately after they were 
liberated. 

“These promises were not kept. 
The United States, the greatest 
potential source of food for a hun- 
gry world, followed instead a pol- 
icy of encouraging the most 
wasteful type of consumption. 
Moreover, it actually continued, 
through the war years, the Henry 
Wallace policy of paying farmers 
for not producing.’ 

The resolution continued: 

“The United States owes repa- 
rations to a starving world. If 
it cannot ¢ully undo the harm it 
has wrought, it can at least make 
an attempt to’ mitigate its full 
consequence.” 

It called for a resumption of 
rationing.

Atom Bomb’s Force 
Of Destruction Exposes Whole 
Of Civilization, Says Gen. Arnold |

6 W:> are aware that the only complete 


protection for the civilized world 

from the destructive use of scien- 
“titte knowledge lies in the prevention of 
War.” 

This sentence from the joint declaration 
issued by President Truman, Prime Minister 
Attlee and Prime Minister King in Novem- 
ber 1945 is a blunt assertion by three great 
nations that destruction by air power has 
become too cheap and easy. 

This was true even before the creation of 
the atomic bomb; even then, mass air raids 
were obliterating the great centers of man- 
kind. The consequence of this cheapness of 
destruction—especially as it has been multi- 
plied manifold by the sudden, extensive, pul- 
verizing force of the atomic bomb—is to 
make the existence of civilization subject to 
the good will and the good sense of the men 
‘who control the employment of air power. 
The greatest need facing the world today is 
for international control of the human 
forces that make for war. 

Pending the establishment of such con- 
trol, the mission of the Air Forces is the 
protection of the United States by the em- 
ployment of air power, Under the provi- 
sions of the charter of the United Nations, 
moreover, the Air Forces must hold imme- 
diately available contingents for combined 
international enforcement action. And to 
carry out this responsibilty, the Air Forces 
must maintain a program of preparedness 
giving the best possible protection. Let me 
examine the problem as it now confronts us. 


Cost of Destruction 
Decreased by Atom Power. 


THE ECONOMICS OF AIR POWER. The 
biggest change that atomic explosives have 
made in the nature of air power is to de- 
crease the cost of destruction. Complete 
destruction of cities by incendiaries and 
high-explosive bombs had become an accom- 
plished fact early in the war; the name of 
Coventry reminds us of that. In the course 
of the war, strategic bombing advanced enor- 
mously in effectiveness and efficiency and, 
in the attack on the Japanese Empire, had 
become highly profitable from a military 
point of view. But the atomic bomb by com- 
parison dwarfs all other advances. A dol- 
lars-and-cents approach to this problem will 
clarify these facts. 

The B-29 program represents the high 
point in the continually advancing technique 
of strategic destruction by air power. By 
the latter part of 1945, the Twentieth Air 
Force was destroying Japanese industrial 
cities at the rate of one square mile for 
$3,000,000 of the war budget. This cost 
includes all supporting ground organiza- 
tiéns, both continental and overseas, It is 
our best estimate of the running cost. Large 
. investments in expansion, left uncompleted 
because of Japan's surrender, have been 


_ sexcluded. 


# No official figures have been released on 
the cost of the atomic bomb; but for pur- 
poses of comparison let us use, as an un- 
official estimate of the mass-production cost 
per bomb, the figure of about $1,000,000 
cited by Dr. Oppenheimer. The cost of de- 
livering the bomb, represented by the flights 
of the bombing plane and several weather 
and reconnaissance planes, would be about 
$240,000, bringing the total cost per bomb 
used to about $1,240,000. The Hiroshima 
bomb destroyed four and one-tenths square 
miles and the Nagasaki bomb one and four- 
tenths square miles, giving an average of 
two and eight-tenths square miles per bomb. 
Hence, the cost of destroying a square mile 
by this means is less than half a milion 
dollars. So atomic bombing is, at the least, 


six times more economical than conventional 


bombing. 


Much Power Lost 
In Nagasaki Bombing. 


The estimated sixfold increase in econ- 
omy is based on most conservative esti- 
mates. In the case of Nagasaki the shape 
of the target area was such that much of 
the destructive power of the bomb was di- 
rected at empty fields. Furthermore, the 
Nagasaki bomb was only the third to ex- 
plode in all history, and improvements will 
make later models more effective. To de- 
atroy a square mile of a modern city in the 
future will cost much less than half a mil- 
lion dollars. 

The destruction of cities is not the aim of 
a strategic air force. The aim is to weaken 
the enemy's military strength and will to 
resist to the point where he can successfully 
be invaded by ground forces, as was Ger- 
many, or capitulates in the face of certain 
destruction, as did Japan. In Germany the 
_ decisive air blows were aimed at oil and

transportation; and although the total value 
of the destruction in dollars might not have 
been so large as that for cities, the effect 
was to paralyze the whole German war 
machine and make land conquest practical. 

With the decreased cost of destruction 
afforded by the atomic bomb, the effort re- 
quired to knock out completely all phases 
of an enemy’s war industry is within prac- 
tical reach. .Once more an argument based 
on dollars will illustrate the point, The 
Tokyo earthquake of 1923 destroyed 11,000 
acres at an estimated loss’ of $2,750,000,- 
000; thus, each square mile destroyed rep- 
resented a loss of $160,000,000 to the 
Japanese, The value of a square mile of 
Tokyo was, if anything, less at the time of 
the earthquake than at the time of the de- 
struction by the B-29s. Since the cost to 
us of accomplishing this destruction was 
running at the rate of about $3,000,000 per 
square mile, the B-29 attacks were profit- 
able by a factor of about 60; that is, the 
cost to Japan was 50 times the cost to us. 
Although the figures just quoted give a 
reasonably true picture of the relative war 
costs to the two nations, it is necessary to 
point out that not all of the destruction to 
Japan had significance in impeding her war 
effort. A large fraction of the $160,000,000 
per square mile of destruction represented 
personal property and institutions not 
needed in war production. However, the 
remaining small fraction of the damage 
(about n: in Ay which corresponded to 
strategic loss of war effort, was about six 
times greater than the cost to us of produc- 
ing the damage. So far as the ultimate cost 
of the war to civilization is concerned, the 
value of the total destruction is of the most 
significance, and the economy of air power 
in producing such destruction is fifty-fold, 
as outlined above. But with the advent of 
atomic explosives, destruction will be -at 
least six times more economical. Thus, in 
a future war every dollar spent in an air 
offensive is expected to do more than $300 
worth of damage to the enemy, 


Tremendous Argument 
For World Organization. 


The numbers 50 and 300 area tremendous 
argument for a world organization that will 
eliminate conflict by air power. These num- 
bers, although they are only rough esti- 
mates, convey in compact form the grim 
fact that destruction is now too cheap, too 
easy. They represent a new phase in war- 
fare. In the past, when one nation attacked 
another on the ground, the loss to each was 
limited by the forces and resources engaged. 
Now the limit is set only by the total re- 
sources exposed to atomic bombs. In the 
past a war might consume the income of a 
nation for some years; in the future it will 
also consume its capital. Dollars have been 
used as a measure of value because they are 
familiar and specific. It is hardly necessary 
to stress the arguments that can be devel- 
oped in terms of lives, freedom from want, 
and the other values of civilization. In 
every case the conclusion will be the same: 
destruction by air power will be too easy. 
No effort spent on international co-opera- 
tion will be too great if it assures preven- 
tion of this destruction. 

THE GROWTH OF AIR POWER. To 
gain perspective on this subject, let us first 
consider the growing effectiveness of air 
power up to the present. In the First 
World War; air power played a negligible 
strategic role. In the European phase of the 
Second World War, the strategic effect was 
decisive and crippled the war machine to 
the point that ground defense was impos- 
sible. In the Japanese phase of the Second 
World War, air power was decisive, and 
rather than face destruction from the B-29's 
the Japanese capitulated. 

The extent to .which the strength of air 
power mounted is shown succinctly by the 
bomb-tonnage figures:

application at the climax of the Pacific War 
Fave tended to overshadow an important 
point. Even before one of our B-29s 
dropped its atomic bomb on Hiroshima, 
Japan’s military situation was hopeless. 
The projected tonnages quoted could have 
forced capitulation no later than 1946. 
Without attempting to depreciate the ap- 
palling and far-reaching results of the 
atomic bomb, we have good reason to be- 
lieve that its use primarily provided a way 
out for the Japanese government. The fact 
is that the Japanese could not have held 
out long, because they had lost control. of 
the air. They could offer effective opposi- 
tion neither to our bombardment nor to our 
mining by air and so could not prevent the 
destruction of their cities and industries and 
the blockade of their shipping. 


Germans Operated 7 

On Margin of Profit. 

Air power was advanced in the hands of 
the Germans also, although along different 
lines. Prevented by Allied mastery of the 
air from using piloted bombers effectively 
against England, they turned to alternative 
air power weapons and developed V-1, the 
jet-propelled, pilotless, expendable bomber, 
and V-2, the logical extension of jet pro- 
pulsion to stratospheric conditions. They 
were forced to abandon V-l1 when the 
French coast’ was recaptured; but during 
the time of its use, they operated at a good 
margin of profit and did damage and forced 
countermeasures that cost the Allies many 
times as much effort as the campaign cost 
the Germans, 


Our inérease in offensive air strength 
came about from three factors, all of which 
must be borne in mind in planning for the 
future, 

1, Increased size. Both aircraft produc- 

tion and the Army Air Forces expanded 
enormously. These facis are so well known 
and appreciated that they need not be dis- 
cussed here. 
2. Improved quality and efficlency of the 
instruments of air power. These were 
planes, electronic equipment of all sorts, 
and greatest of all, explosives, including the 
atomic bomb. Improved quality is not ob- 
tained overnight; it comes about only 
through persistent and extensive effort in 
research and development. As a consequence 
of the improvement in quality, the B-29s 
delivered bombs at three times the range 
for half the cost per ton compared to heavy 
bombers in Europe, The chart on this page 
shows progress in design in a more general 
way. The curves corresponding to speed, 
range and bomb load for aircraft in use at 
the dates indicated show a steady increase 
during peacetime that was greatly accel- 
erated during the war. This acceleration re- 
flects increased speed of getting new models 
into production, as well as intensified re- 
search and development. If our intensified 
research program had preceded the war, new 
types of combat aircraft would have saved 
many American lives. The lesson from these 
facts is that research must continue during 
peacetime and cannot be slighted until the 
war clouds are seen to be gathering. This 
will be even more true if what we face is a 
war with atomic weapons. 


Increased Efficiency 

In Using Air Weapons. 

3. Increased efficiency in using the weap- 
ons of air power: Improvements in our 
training program and in the know-how of 
using the weapons in combat produced great 
increases in combat effectiveness, The bomb 
density on the target for visual bombing 


inearly doubled between 1943 and 19465. 


This was due not only to increasing skill 
but also to increased mastery of the air 
as German fighters were thinned down, The

than doubled between 1943 and 19465. 
This increase was due to improvements 
all along the line, including maintenance,

THE FUTURE OF AIR POWER. Before 
the end of the Second World War, one B-29 
dropping an atomic bomb caused as much 
damage as 300 planes would have done be- 
fore. A consequence of this fact is that the 
Twentieth Air Force, using atomic bombs, 
could in one day's raid destroy more of 
Japan’s industry than was actually done in 
the entire B-29 campaign. This damage 
amounted to over 42 per cent of the urban 
industrial area of the 68 cities attacked. 


Ten Thousand-Mile 

Ranges Soon Possible. 

These cities had a total population over 21 
million—almost exactly equal to our 12 larg- 
est American cities. This damage, I repeat, 
would have required less than one day's ef- 
fort by a force the size of the Twentieth Air 
Force. The cost of the atomic bombs on a 
mass-production basis, according to Dr. Op- 
penheimer’s unofficial estimate, would. be 
less than 200 million dollars—a very modest 
sum in wartime. Continuing this program 
for a few days or weeks would obliterate all 
the industrial centers in the Japanese Em- 
pire. <A similar fate would have enveloped 
England had the Germans obtained atomic 
explosives for their V weapons. 


We have now flown a B-29 non-stop for a 
distance of over 8000 miles. Ranges of 
10,000 miles for one-way trips with newer 
types of aircraft appear to be a possibility 
of the near future. The strategic significance 
of these facts is at once evident when one 
draws the radii on a map. It means that 
with relatively unimportant exceptions all of 
the centers of civilization in the northern 
hemisphere are within reach of destruction 
at the hands of any major nation in that 
hemisphere.

Project Is Endangered 
By Utilities’ Opposition 


Under Proposed Interior Department System SPA Would | 
Operate 15,000 Miles of Electrical Transmission Lines 
in Missouri and Five Other States; Fight for Control of 


Nation’s Power Resources 


Surges Up Again.

WASHINGTON, June 1. 


HE fight for control of the nation’s power resources has surged up again in 
the controversy over the Interior Department’s Southwestern Power Admin- 


istration, an ambitious multi-million 


dollar project that eventually may oper- 


ate 15,000 miles of electrical transmission lines in Missouri, Arkansas, Kansas, 


Téxas, Oklahoma and Louisiana. 

This vast system, it has been estimated in 
Congress, may affect an area larger than 
the State of Texas, but it will noi come into 
being unless its sponsors can .defeat the 
well-armed lobby of the privately-owned 
utilities, which bitterly oppose it. 

The first skirmish, which took place in 
closed sessions of a House Appropriations 
subcommittee, resulted in a decisive victory 
for the utilities. Here their representatives 
(28 appeared one day) were able to per- 
suade the subcommittee to reduce SPA’S 
appropriation from the requested $23,323,- 
000 to $3,298,000. This sum later was in- 
creased to $7,500,000 by a House vote on an 
amendment offered by Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn (Dem.), Texas, an outspoken critic of 
the lobby. The Senate will be asked to re- 
store the entire amount, 


Two Steps Seen ‘ 
In Power Program. 


Under the flood control act of 1944, the 
SPA is authorized to construct or acquire 
a network of high-voltage lines to inter- 
connect multiplée-purpose dams constructed 
by the Army Engineers and distribute their 


/power output to Government facilities, pub- 


lic bodies, Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion co-operatives and private electric com- 
panies, 

There are two steps contemplated in the 
program. The first calls for the development 
of a system to distribute power from dams 
already constructed or authorized. These 
dams have an aggregate capacity of 666,000 
kilowatts, and to harness them it is esti- 
mated it would be necessary to construct 
8400 miles of lines and 210,000 kilowatts 
of supplemental steam generating capacity 
over a period of five years. 


(For comparison, the installed capacity of 
Union Electric Co. is 279,000 kilowatts. ) 

The second step is based on construction 
by the War Department of additional proj- 
ects now under study. If these should be 
authorized it would result in an ultimate 
installed hydro-electric capacity of about 
1,400,000 kilowatts. It then would be nec- 
essary to construct an additional 6600 miles 
of line for the total of 15,000, and an addi- 
tional 560,000 kilowatts of steam capacity 
for a total of 770,000 kilowatts, over a pe- 
riod of 20 years. 

In developing the plan, the Administra- 
tion counted on outright purchase of some 
existing facilities, and the negotiation of 
agreements wherever possible with other 
utilities, public and private, for the mutual 
use of facilities. It would be necessary to 
construct the major network interconnect- 
ing the projects and load centers.

As a starter, the Administration asked 
for $23,323,000 for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. This sum was earmarked for 
the purchase of the Ark-La transmission line 
and substations, extending from Markham 
Ferry, Okla., to Lake Catherine, Ark., which 
were used during the war to deliver power 
to the Government-owned Jones Mills alu- 
minum reduction plant; to purchase and 
complete the Government-owned steam plant 
at Lake Catherine; to construct a transmis- 
sion system extending from Norfork dam in 
Arkansas to Springfield, Mo., and to con- 
nection with the Ark-La line, from Mark- 
ham Ferry to Tulsa, Okla., and from there 
to Denison dam and into north Texas, 

Such a system would integrate the Nor- 
fork and Denison projects with each other 
and with the steam plants, and would pro- 
vide for service to Springfield and other 
municipalities; to REA co-operatives in Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas, and 
to the Arkansas Power & Light Company, 
the Public Service Company of Oklahoma, 
the Oklahoma Gas & Electric Company and 
the Texas Power and Light Company. 

The $7,500,000 will provide ouly a “‘thin 
minimum” tie-in among the Norfork, Deni- 
son and Pensacola dams, Douglas G. Wright, 
SPA administrator at Tulsa, told the Post- 
Dispatch. The allocation of the money has 
not been determined fully, Pensacola, or 
Grand River dam, is in Oklahoma.

of cloth and told to make a suit,” Wright 
said. “It won’t have two pairs of pants, and 
it may have shorts, but we'll make some 
sort of garment.” 

Estimates of the cost of)fully electrifying 
the region are tentative, but are given by 
Wright as follows on a 1965 basis: 

The transmission system will cost $125,- 
000,000 and steam plants $77,000,000, a 
total of $202,000,000. This investment would 
be made by SPA. The power investment in 
War Department dams for which allocations 
of cost have been made was estimated at 
$126,000,000. With regard to dams for 
which there is no cost allocation, it was 
estimated the maximum power investment 
which could be supported by average bene- 
fit value would be $206,000,000, although 
the actual probable investment would be 
much smaller. This makes a total of $534,- 
000,000, but, of course, includes only part 
of the cost of the multiple-purpose dams, 
Should the system be constructed in entirety 
as now proposed, a fair guess would be that 
the Government would have an investment 
in the neighborhood of a billion dollars. 

An indication of how this adds up can be 
obtained from such figures as are available 
on War Department dams. The constructed 
projects include the following: 

Norfork dam, on the north fork of the 
White river in Arkansas, was built as a 
flood-control and power dam and placed in 
operation two years ago. .It is a unit of the 
comprehensive reservoir system to control 


floods on the White and Mississippi rivers. 
It cost $26,000,000. 


Denison Dam a Flood 


Control and Power Plan. 


Denison dam, on the Red river five miles 
north of Denison, Tex., also is a flSod-con- 
trol and power project which began operat- 
ing two years ago. The earthen structure, 
almost three miles long, affords flood pro- 
tection to portions of Oklahoma, Texas, 
Arkansas and Louisiana. It cost nearly 
$47,000,000, 


These two dams have no adequate nnins 
mission systems and their output has been 
sold during the war entirely to the neigh- 
boring private utility companies, Arkansas 
Power & Light Co., Texas Power & Light 
Co. and Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co. The 
Arkansas and Oklahoma concerns were 
among the 11 utilities that recently offered 
to purchase at the dam site all the power 
these dams and others to be built by the 
War Department will produce, 

The offer was rejected unceremoniously 
by Wright, who pointed out that the design 
of the utilities obviously was to gain per- 
manent control of all the power resources 
in the area, ‘“‘which would certainly defeat 
the intent and purpose of the Congress.” 
There is good reason to think that the offer 
was a phony one. 

A third dam in the area, Pensacola, has 
‘been operated during the war by the Fed- 
eral Government and is in process of being 
returned to the State of Oklahoma, which 
built it with a Government grant of $25,- 
0005000, some $14,000,000 of which is to 
be repaid out of revenues. This dam, in 
the northeastern part of the state, will be 
tied into the system in some manner. 


Pensacola Dam Has 

Own Transmission System, 

The Pensacola dam has its own transmis- 
sion system and maintains interchange 
agreements with the Public Service Co. of 
Oklahoma and the Oklahoma Gas & Elec 
tric Co. During the war, the dam supplied 
power for the Jones Mills plant and other 
industries and work has been started on @ 
project to introduce the low-cost power into 
the northeastern Oklahoma lead and zinc 
field. It has been estimated that this power 
will prolong the life of the field some 20 
years. 

Multiple purpose projects which the War 
Department has been authorized to con-. 
struct, and the estimated cost where avail- 
able, are as follows: 

Fort Gibson dam on the lower Grand 
river in Oklahoma, $21,000,000; Markham 
Ferry project on the Grand river above Fort

American Hell-Ship 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

At long last the disgusting, insani- 
tary conditions aboard the Army Trans- 
port U. S. S. Zebulon B. Vance are com- 
ing to light, but not before the deaths 
“1 five babies. 

I came to the States on the transport’s 
first voyage as a “bride ship” in Febru- 
ary, when conditions were exactly as 
reported now. All mothers aboard com- 
plained of the ghastly arrangements, 
and we were told improvements would 
be made on the next voyage. Appar- 
ently nothing whatsoever has been done. 

In some cabins as many as 50 mothers 
and 50 babies were packed. There were 
no washing facilities aboard suitable for 
a baby’s many needs; disposable diapers 
had to be used. These we were forced 
to place in containers inside our cabins, 
and they were not disposed of by stew- 
ards for three or four days at a time. 
During rough weather when portholes 
were battened down, the smell in the 
cabins was indescribable. 

Nearly every child: aboard was strick- 
en with the so-called “summer diarrhea,” 
but no medical attention was available. 
The only advice given was to starve our 
babies until the condition ceased, but 
it lasted until two weeks after docking! 
My own daughter, 18 months old, 
weighed less when we docked than she 
did at 10 months. The children, normal 
and healthy when we boarded the trans- 
port on Feb. 8, were nothing less than 
skeletons when we docked on Feb. 23. 
I made repeated attempts to get her 
medical attention, but the medical offi- 
cers were baffled and had no antidotes. 
I was simply told not to worry, as one 
day we should be docking. 

The Z. B. Vance is totally unsuitable 
for transporting children. It is too 
slow, with extremely limited facilities 

or caring for babies and not enough 
‘doctors and nurses. Much has been said 
about German and Japanese hell-ships, 
but the American Army has one in the 
Zebulon B. Vance.

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| Up to Mr. Truman 


We think President Truman should approve 
the anti-strike bill, if it comes to him in sub- 
stantially the form in which it was passed by 
the Senate, and that he should also approve 
the Case bill, now on his desk. 

Mr. Truman told Senator: Radcliffe yesterday 
that the Senate had emasculated the anti-strike 
program advocated by him in his dramatic ad- 
dress before Congress a week ago yesterday. It 
is true the Senate removed the provision by 
which strikers could be drafted into the Army, 
but that provision had been received with strong 
and widespread disapproval. It was attacked on 
so many grounds from so many different quar- 


ters that it is difficult to see how the President 


can defend it. 

In other ways, too, the bill was softened in the 
Senate, as by the elimination of the clause 
which would have stripped away the seniority 
rights of strikers who refused to return to their 
jobs. But on the whole, the Senate’s version 
retains some very strong machinery to protect 
the country in such emergencies as we have just 
witnessed. 

It does set up a national policy with regard 
to labor warfare which jeopardizes “the public 


‘health, security and national economy.” It does 


permit the declaration of national emergencies, 
and punishment by contempt of court and other- 
wise for those who strike against the Govern- 


+ ment. The too impulsive passage of the bill by 


the House has been checked and balanced by the 
Senate. 

In his message ‘of a week ago yesterday, Mr. 
Truman proposed that a joint committee be set 
up to prepare long-range legislation. He ignored 
the fact that both Houses of Congress had given 
long consideration to the Case bill. It had long 
ago been passed by the House and that very day 
was passed by the Senate. While it does not 
pretend to be a sovereign cure for all the na- 
tion’s labor troubles, it does contain many pro- 
visions of merit and promise. 

Is there any good argument against establish- 
ing a Federal mediation board, as the Case bill 
proposes, with authority to intervene in major 
labor disputes, forbidding strikes for 60 days 
so that it may have a chance to solve them? 
Since breach of contract cannot be condoned, is 
there any reason why civil suits should not lie 
against either labor or management when such 
breach occurs? 

In labor disputes involving public utilities, 
such as telephones or electricity, the Case bill 
calls for the appointment of fact-finding com- 
missions so that the public may be acquainted 
with the issues. Surely, that is not unreason- 
able. Secondary boycotts, an unfair form of 
coercion, are barred. And as the Supreme Court 
itself suggested in a famous racketeering case, 
Congress has now, in the Case bill, properly 
moved to prevent interference with goods in in- 
terstate commerce. This means, for example, 
that a farmer who wants to truck his own goods 
to market cannot be prevented by a labor union. 

Some provisions of the Case bill are question- 
able. What is meant by the provision that bar- 
gaining rights are to be lost by those who en- 
gage in violence during strikes? Is “violence” 
restricted to acts of force or could it also be con- 
strued to mean merely abusive language? If 
too broadly construed, this provision could have 
unfair and vicious consequences to labor. 

In spite of certain reservations about the Case 


bill—and it can be amended if these prove dam- - 


aging—it has many commendable features, and 
we think the President would make a mistake if 
he vetoed it. It would greatly worsen his re- 
lations’ with Congress and might cause the House 
to refuse to pass any kind of emergency meas- 
ure at a time when he badly needs weapons to 
stop disastrous strikes. 

With the Case bill signed, Congress could still 
set up a joint committee, as the President pro- 
posed, to continue the study of permanent labor 
legislation, and to observe the operation both of 
the emergency measure and the Case bill to 
find out how both can be improved. 

In any event, industrial warfare has reached 
a point in this country where the Government 
must take positive preventive steps. 
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Going Up? 

That vexing question of which {s more to be 
desired, the decorative or the utilitarian, seems 
to be pretty well settled, in an offhand kind 
of way, in President Trutmian’s nomination of 
his military aide, Harry H. Vaughan, to the 
rank of Major General. Maj.-Gen.-To-Be Vaugh- 
an is one of the President’s laugh-provokers. 
On the utilitarian side, there is Lewis A. Pick, 
builder of the Ledo road and in charge of the 
Missouri Valley development, whose wartime 
rank was Major General, and whose permanent 
peacetime rank is only Colonel. Gen. Pick 
now wears one star instead of two, while the 
parlor soldier of the White House goes up to 
two stars. As we get it, an officer may win ad- 
vancement by feats of valor and skill, or by the 
supremé accomplishment of staying close to the 
man who does the appointing; the latter being 
surer, quicker—and easier. 
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Congress’s Choice Toward Reform 

Senator LaFollette is far trom overstating 
the facts when he says that reorganization of 
Congress, as proposed in the bill which he has 
introduced jointly with _Representative Mon- 
roney, is necessary to avert an imminent break- 
down in our, national legislature. 

There is ample evidence that Congress has 
broken down already, notably in the instances 
of bills to repeal the poll-tax prerequisite to 
voting and to establish a permanent FEPC. 
On both measures, votes have been prevented by 
filibuster—and if that is not a breakdown in 
the functioning of Congress, what is? 

If the national electorate could on even one 
occasion be prevented from voting, we should 
very quickly see that it had been stultified. 
Congress has been so stultified time and again. 

The LaFollette-Monroney legislation would 
correct most of the worst weaknesses of the 
antiquated organization of Congress, Precisely 
for that reason, it will be opposed by all the 
beneficiaries of those weaknesses. 

It will be opposed by the chairmen of un- 
necessarily numerous committees; by the coali- 
tion of Southern Bourbon Democrats and North- 
ern reactionary Republicans who exploit the 
weaknesses of Congress to‘ increase their own 
power; by every member who has risen, or who 
expects to rise, further on the defects of Con- 
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gress than he could hope to rise on his own 
merits. | 

‘Though the opposition adds up to something 
powerful, there is ground for belief that con- 
gressional reform can be accomplished. It is 
the side of sense, and the need of it is obvious. 
Congress, if it postpones the inevitable, can 
only become more and more mired up, losing 
in effectiveness and in popular esteem. The 
quéstion before Congress today is whether it 
will act now to its long-run profit, or whether 
it will procrastinate at a cost in good govern- 
ment and in its own prestige. 
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Utilities vs. Southwest 
Private power companies are fighting the great 
plan for more abundant electricity under the 


‘Southwest Power Administration which is dis- 


cussed in an article by George H. Hall of the 
Post-Dispatch Washington staff on Page 1 of 
this section. It is no surprise. They have 
fought every expansion of Government electric- 
ity—TVA, Booneville and Grand Coulee—also 
MVA, and tomorrow the Pick-Sloan plan for 
the Missouri Valley. 

Under their classic creed of charging the high- 
est rates they can get (and the low ifse that goes 
with it), they have steadily resisted the expan- 
sion of electrical abundance. They even tried 
to prevent an expansion of capacity for war in- 
dustry—and for a time succeeded. Fortunately, 
the Government presently waked up, put TVA’s 
J. A. Krug in charge, expanded the capacity fast 
—and_we were thus barely able to keep essential 
industry free of power shortgge. 

Now Mr. Krug’s task is peacetime development 
of the Southwest. Like the Tennessee Valley 
before TVA, the region is maladjusted and un- 
derdeveloped. It needs a great expansion of 
industry to relieve its ruinous overdependence 
on agriculture, to raise its low level of income. 
Its farmers want REA service. But the power 
companies have played light with those needs. 
Where more and cheaper electric power was 
needed, they were more intent on building po- 
litical powef. Electric rates today, like freight 
rates up to now, hold the region back. 

When the Government finally moved in at the 
peope’s behest, the power companies campaigned 
to prevent the building of more’ dams and to 
block the construction of transmission lines from 
dams already built. As in the Tennessee Valley, 
they repeat the stupid fiction that the region 
has all the electricity it could use. They offer 
to distribute the existing Government output— 
intending, as those companies did which took 
power from Muscle Shoals before TVA built 
transmission lines, to buy energy cheap and sell 
it dear. 

With good reason, therefore, the SPA develop- 
ment was adopted as the official policy of Con- 
gress. Today, however, the companies have ne- 
gated that policy by prevailing on the House of 
Representatives to slash its appropriations—the 
same House which has lately fallen in with oth- 
er maneuvers of private selfishness against pub- 
lic interest. So only a great effort, with a great 
public support, can save the program at this 
session. 

Surely support will be forthcoming. The effort 
today, to be sure, is for the Southwest in particu- 
lar.° But it is just as surely, because the same 
problem exists in varying degrees.in other parts 
of our country, an effort for the American people. 
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Equal Weather for All 


As the chorus of lamentation mounts for the 
unborn goods and gadgets that might have been 
manufacturéd since V-J day, except for strikes 
and OPA confusion, we would like to amble up 
to the wailing wall and loose a few banshee 
howls for all the air-conditioning units that might 
have been. 

With June at bat, July oh deck and August in 
the hole, and with His Majesty’s Foreign Office 
insinuating that St. Louis fs not the ideal place 
for a summer sabbatical, we are advised that we 
will be lucky to get a residential air-conditioning 
unit next summer. 

We wait pantingly for the time when air-con- 
ditioning equipment will be available, particu- 
larly when it will be available on terms permit- 
ting its general use. When that happy day ap- 
proaches, we can thumb a refrigerated and un- 
perspiring snoot at all and sundry who liken 
our climate to that of Abadan, New Delhi and 
Death Valley. 

To paraphrase a well known American epl- 
gram, air-conditioning can do what the weather- 
man couldn't do—it can make all climates 
equal. 
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The ICC’s Safety Inquiry 


It is, or only may be, good news that the ICC 
has launched an investigation of whether rail- 
roads should be held to more stringent require- 
ments for passengers’ safety. “I think the over- 
all safety record of the railroads as compared 
with that of other forms of transportation is 
not too bad,” Commissioner Patterson told the 
Post-Dispatch. “But there have been some disas- 
trous accidents, and we thought the time had 
come to review the situation,” 

The time is overripe. The ICC can require 
safety devices. Decades ago, it indorsed the ele- 
mentary precaution of the automatic block sig- 
nal. Yet much mileage still lacks even this 
protection, and. only recently, under heavy pub- 
lic criticism, has the commission regularly or- 
dered its installation even where wrecks have 
already happened. And to this day the ICC 
is singularly apathetic about newer devices such 
as automatic train control, which would have 
prevented the recent massacre at Naperville and 
a number of wrecks laid to engineers’ negligence. 

If railway safety does compare favorably with 
other passenger carriers, the fact relieves neith- 
er the railroads nor the ICC, Railroads are a 
century old. They have been under the ICC 
since 1887. They operate on- protected rights- 
of-way. Plane operations are inherently more 
hazardous—and they are none of the ICC’s wor- 
ry. Busses undergo the hazards of the public 
highway. And the ICC has had only 11 years 
to improve the safety of interstate bus opera- 
tions. ° 

At this point, therefore, one can draw only the 
conclusion that the investigation will amount to 
as much or as little as the commissioners desire. 
It could, on the one hand, be only a way to cool 
the heat turned on the ICC by recent rail ac- 
cidents. Or, on the other, it could be a really 
tough and searching inquiry, with action as g 
result. Lot us hope for the latter.

Anglo-American report on problem of Holy Land is fair and thor- 
ough, but offers no program for self-rule, writer says; basic question

The Anglo-American report on Palestine 
is the result of the first bi-national inves- 
tigation of that ineluctable problem. The 
committee of inquiry consisted of an equal 
number of Americans and Englishmen, all 
disinterested in anything but finding a so- 
lution. Their report is as fair and thor- 
ough as any group of men could produce 
after four months’ study. 


Its weakness is that it offers no program 
which will pave the way or prepare the 
two peoples of Palestine for self-govern- 
ment, On the theory that hostility be- 
tween Jews and Arabs is so bitter that any 
attempt to establish an independent Pales- 


‘ tinian state, or states, would result in civil 


war, M recommends that government by 
the present mandate be continued until a 
United Nations trusteeship is set up. 


But what then? How are the two peo- 
ples to be reconciled in the meantime? 
Where is the place or the process that will 
train them to work together in adminis- 
tering a land that in any event will be 
their common country? 


Nation or Armed Camp? 


The commission is agreed that Palestine 
shall be neither a Jewish nor an Arab 
state, which implies that Jews and Arabs 
must govern it together. But even if this 
view does not prevail, and at some future 


time the Zionists fulfill the aim they have. 


pursued with such short-sighted assertive- 
ness and become a majority; even if there 
is civil war; even if the land is eventually 
partitioned; in no conceivable set of cir- 
cumstances will a whole Palestine, a deci- 
mated Palestine or a divided Palestine be 
anything but a bi-national state, or two bi- 
national states. 


At some point this bi-national state must 
become independent. Except for the inner 
conflict that makes it an armed camp, a 
tense and precarious order maintained by 
British police power, this would have hap- 
pened long ago. 


The transition to independence from an 
all-British government of two separate 
communities may come about in various 
ways. The United States might decide to 
share the responsibility for fulfilling the 
President’s proposal for the admission of 
100,000 homeless Jews. Something has to 
be done about the refugees figuratively 
beating their heads against the bars in the 
camps in Germany. They cannot be held 
there much longer, for their own sakes 
and for the sake of the occupying au- 
thorities. 


Prospects of Joint Action 


Doing something does not necessarily 
mean accepting Mr. Attlee’s condition to 
help disarm the illegal armies in Pales- 
tine. If it is a joint enterprise, it means 
that the American Government would par- 
ticipate in decisions on how the commis- 
sion’s recommendations are to be carried 
out, first in handling the urgent immigra- 
tion problem and then in long-range poli- 
cies, 


Our participation might change the 
American view, since even the suggestion 
of action instead of agitation and advice 
raises the cry against “intervention.” Cer- 
tainly it would enlarge the issue for Arab 
and Jew and Briton. There is no question 
that British-American joint action could 
overcome Arab opposition to the settle- 
ment, 


Also, since opinion in this country would 
veto our sharing the mandate with Britain, 
it might expedite the transfer of the man- 
date to an international trusteeship and 
thus prod the United Nations into organ- 
izing the system provided for in the Char- 
ter but as yet non-existent. And this would 
so alter the position of the British on the 
Suez that on second thought they might 
be as reluctant to accept our active help as 
Americans seem indisposed to give it. 


But whether the British go on alone, 
whether this country joins in the attempt 
to solve the problem, or whether the United 
Nations takes over, the solution finally de- 
pends on the relations between Arab and 
Jew. They are the chief protagonists in 
the tragic drama. 


First Step Toward Fréedom 


Nothing that can happen—abrogation of 
the White Paper, unlimited immigration, 
American intervention, international con- 
trol—can cancel the fundamental fact that 
Jews and Arabs will both remain and will 
have to march together down the long 
vistas of history. 


Surely the first step toward dealing with 
the basic problem of Palestine is not 
merely to encourage but to force Jews and 
Arabs to work together in a central gov- 
ernment. The inescapable reality of the 
future is that whichever group predomi- 
nates, the Holy Land is certain to be a bi- 
national] state. When will either get prac- 
tice in bi-national administration? 


This by no means precludes the possi- 
bility that the Zionists will be on top, even 
if they are a minority. But until each 
group shares some responsibility for ruling 
the other, there is no hope that the two 
states can ever evolve into one independent 
state, 


GOOD TIME TO HOLD FIRE

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Calm View of Race Issue 
InBooks by Two Writers 


“American Daughter,” by Era Bell Thompson. (Uni- 
versity of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 
“White Man’s Burden,” by Ruth Smith. (Vanguard. 

Press, New York.) 

A dedicated reader is not content until 
he has examined a problem from many di- 
verse angles. For such a reader who is 
studying the race question, here are two 
more facets of that many-faceted contro- 
versial subject. Both books are personal 
testaments; one written by a Negro woman 
who lived in an almost completely white 
Northern world; the other by a white wom- 
an whose quest took her intimately inte 
the Negro world of the South. One is 
brimful of anecdote and humor; the other 
is burdened with shame and the white 
man’s guilt. 

Era Bell Thompson grew up in bleak 
North Dakota in a small farming com- 
munity of foreign-born Americans. Since 
the Thompsons were accepted there with- 
out question, Era Bell was almost grown 
before she realized that in almost every 
other section of America she was a Negro 
first, and rarely an accepted citizen of the 
U. 8. A. Since Era Bell had not been os- 
tracized during the formative period of 
her life, she had no complex, no defeatism. 
Without shame or servility, she offered her 
honest friendship wherever she went, on 
a person-to-person basis, and more often 
than not the offer was reciprocated. 

After high school, a white minister whe 
practised what he preached took her into 
his home as one of the family, and saw 
her through college. With diploma in hand 
she went to Chicago to compete in a hos- 
tile white world, was dealt the usual pat- 
terned blows, but didn’t quit. 


* . > 


On the other hand, Ruth Smith’s book 
is definitely in black and white. It is ad- 
dressed to her white contemporaries, spe- 
cifically the residents of Howard, Kan. 
where she grew up and was nurtured on 
vigorous, unvacillating religious teaching. 
Such teaching, heightened in the church 
college which she attended, met its first 
test (and not valiantly) when a Negro a 
plied for admission to the school. ° 

When Ruth Smith heard Juliette Derri- 
cotte, a Negro Y. W. C. A. worker speak, 
she knew the direction her education was 
to take. She went to teach in a Negro 
mission school in Alabama. Her deep pur- 
pose to help led her to other schools and 
to other intolerant localities: it is out of 
this experience that she writes. 

Miss Smith does not attack the doers of 
evil half so much as she does those who 
sit safely by, with uneasy consciences, and 
do nothing about the evil. She says ours 
is a burden born out of confusion over 
what should be done; “a burden that drags 
down to death.”

HE Catholic Church’s relentless warfare against atheistic Com- 
munism will. be one of the Italian monarchy’s major hopes for 
survival when voters of this country go to the polls tomorrow and 


. Monday in the first free national elections in a quarter of a century. 


Although Pope Pius XII has 
confined Limself to impassioned 
pleas for opposition to un-Chris- 
tian programs — mentioning no 
groups by name—backers of King 
Humbert II have plastered Italy 
from one end to the other with 

rs assuring the country’s ov- 
erwhelmingly Catholic population 
that if they vote a republic into 
power it will certainly become a 
Communist state. 

Announcement To Catholics. 

Communists have attempted to 
deflect the attack by asserting 
that they have never been anti- 
clerical in Itkly and that they will 
reconstruct churches along with 
the rest of Italy’s many ruins. 

The Vatican’s official newspa- 

, “Osservatore Romano,” has 

ed aside this proffered 
hand, however, with. an announce- 
ment to the country’s Catholics 
that they cannot be good members 
of the Church and Communists 
at the same time. (An episcopal 
letter of the Umbrian bishops (in 
central Italy) told Catholics May 
23 that voting for Marxist or “lai- 
cist” (non-clerical) parties would 
expose them to “sanctions of ca- 
non law.”) 

Despite the Catholic-Communist 
issue, however, Italy’s many 
shades of non-Communist republi- 
cans as well as Communists 
themselves, have carried on a live- 
ly campaign to unseat the House 
of Savoy. , 

In their ranks are a bulk of the 
Christian Democratic party. Chris- 
tian Democrats, Italy's largest 


single party, are generally con-|; 


sidered a Catholic organization 
because of i*- devotion to the 
church’s policies. Pro-Republicans, 
who constitute 70 per cent of the 
Christian Democratic ranks, have 
vigorously rejected the monar- 
chist argument that the republic 
would be Communist. 
Marking of Ballots. 

Italy’s election will be two-in- 
one. Each voter will get a ballot 
on which to choose between a re- 
public and monarchy and another 
on which to vote for a party. 

Only straight tickets will be 
yoted but literate members of the 
electorate will have option of list- 
ing two or three of his party's 
candidates he would like = pre- 
ferred. 

Proportional representation will 
determine the selection of 556 
election winners. 

These men will write Italy’s new 
constitution to replace the 98-year- 
old one, which Fascism copiously 
doctored. They will also choose a 
new Chief of State of Italy. The 
latter in his turn will name the 
new government, 

The so-called Constituent Assem- 
bly, which the 556 will constitute, 
will be a virtualty omnipotent 
group which can replace Humbert 
with another king such as his 
Q-year-old son, the Prince of 
Naples. Monarchists have been 
considering making such a change 
if the monarchy wins a referen- 
dum by a margin of only one or 
two per cent. 

Painted Slogan Campaign. 

Italy has been preparing fever- 
ishly for the election for several 
months. Long after the last vote 
is counted the campaign will be 
remembered, for many hundreds 
of party enthusiasts have immor- 
talized their opinions in black, 
white and red paint on walls from 
Milan to Naples. “Long Live the 
King”; “Long Live the Republic” 
and “Down With the Republic,” 
and thousands of variations of the 
theme have been scrawled across 
houses, streets, pavements and 
sidewalks throughout the land. 

Paper hangers have been in- 
ordinately busy putting up mani- 
festoes on walls for which no one 
has paid advertising rights. Un- 
occupied good locations ran out 
long ago so that now many mani- 
festoes are four and five deep on

Party symbols e another hint 
of American-mifidedness of many 
Italians. The Front of Liberty 
uses the Statue of Liberty with 
the words “unity and progress” as 
its ballot device. The Popular 
Italian Democratic Awakening 
Party has an eagle strikingly like 
that of the United States. The 
two parties are not among the 
most important, however. Voters 
will have no dearth of party 
choices, for 27 will be on the bal- 
lot in Rome and 51 in the coun- 
try. Eleven are nation-wide. 

The dread feeling that many 
Italians have of waiting for a col- 
lapse which hard peace terms 
could bring is reflected in one Re- 
publican party poster showing a 
man holding a keystone of arch in 
place above his head. 

“A fal will not come if Italy is 
a republic,” the document asserts. 


However true the boast is, there 
is no doubt the party’s propa- 
gandists have accurately por- 
trayed the feeling of many Italians 
that great weights are dangling 
precariously above them. 
Promise of Democracy. 

From Communists to monarch- 
istg, Italians are being promised 
“democracy.” 

In print monarchists tell this 
story by showing Queen Mary and 
the Prince of Naples waiting on a 
table for children Who lost arms, 
legs or eyes in the war. In con- 
versation monarchists insist Hum- 
bert is virtually socialist in his 
sentiments for popular rights.

Monarchists in turn are telling

The arguments against a repub- 
lic which many monarchists are 
advancing are astonishing to 
American eyes and ears; but royal- 
ists insist that Italy is a political- 
ly immature nation without the 
republican “atmosphere” of Amer- 
ca. 


Argument of Monarchists, 


One poster, labeled “Democracy 
or Dictatorship,” states the case 
this way: 

“After 1917 the following repub- 
lics were born: Germany, Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Al- 
bania, Spain, Soviet Russia and 
Poland. They are all dictator- 
ships. The only parliamentary, 
democratic and liberal regimes are 
those of England, Norway, Swe- 
den, Belgium, Holland and Den- 
mark where constitutional mon- 
archy remains, Italians, let us 
save our liberty—let us vote for 
a monarchy.”. 

Republican forces no doubt are 
weaker in Italy than they were 
a year ago although they still 
say. they will get at least 60 
per cent of the votes. Progressive, 
industrial Northern Italy, whose 
people have been compared to 
Swiss and French, is generally 
considered mainly republican 
while rural Southern Italy where 
similarities to Balkans are observ- 
able is largely monarchist, . 

The republic’s weakness in the 
south ig attributed by some to the 
fict that the south was liberated 
first and hence has had the long- 
est experience with Italy’s weak 
six-party temporary compromise 
government. 

Hampered by Allied restrictions 
and crippled by a range of ideas 
ranging from Communist to 
Rightist, the government's per- 
formance in coping with Italy’s 
mountainous reconstruction ptob- 
lems has been admittedly feeble. 
Northerners have been under this 
government only a. year, 

Influence of Peace Demands. 

The monarchy also has gained 
from Allied peace demands against 
Italy. Russian demands to have 
Trieste turned over to Yugoslavia, 
which is now within the Russian 
sphere of influence, and demands 
of Russia and other powers for 
African colonies in which crowded 
Italy hoped to place part of its 
surplus population have swung 
mary an opponent of the House 
of Savoy into the ranks of the 
King’s supporters. 

“A Communist President could 
have Russian interests firsts, but 
at least the King will always be 
pro-Italian,” is the way these per- 
sons reason, 

Trieste has been a major em- 
barassment to the Communists in 
view of the nationalistic fervor 
most Italians seem to have for 
that northern Adriatic price of 
their World War I struggle 
against Austria. 

Russian demands for repara- 
tions have been deftly handled by 
Italian Communists with the as- 
sertion that Britain and America 
should make the Italian repara- 
tion payment to Russia since 
Italy never invaded Britain and 
America, but gave them war assis- 
tance. 

A clew to what elections may 
bring has been provided by local 
village and town elections in 
which two-thirds of the country’s 
vocers have taken part this spring. 
Centrists nosed out Leftists by 
winning 45,854 aldermanic posts 
to 43,675. 

The label Rightist is so unpopu- 
lar in Italy at the present that 
the government's Consultative As- 
sembly, which functioned until re- 
cently, was noted for the fact 
that almost all its members 
crowded over on the Left, or at 
least into the Center leaving great 
spaces unoccupied on the Right 
side of the house.

U.S. Keeps Eye

Showing of Communists 
Could Have Effect. on

WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP): 


MERICAN officials will keep 
A: close watch on balloting in 

France and Italy tomorrow for 
evidence of trends: which may 
shape the history of Europe for 
many years. 

Perhaps first in the minds of 
State Department officials and 
foreign diplomats here is the 
question of what strength the 
Communists will show. That, 
taken in conjunction with the de- 
gree of acceptance of Russian 
policies in eastern Europe, may be 
a determining factor in the direc- 
tion of future Russian-American 
relations. 

That is because American dip- 
lomatic authorities appear to be 
convinced that Russia’s plans for 
spreading her influence in Europe 
by the use of troops combined 
with political pressure in the east, 
and through Communist party ac- 
tivities in the west, is not working 
out as well as Moscow had hoped. 
They also appear to be of the 
opinion that a modification of 
these policies might provide a way 
toward Russian-American agree- 
ment on the problems of Europe. 

The voting in France is per- 
haps critical in this respect. It 
evidently was no accident that 
Washington officials finally got 
through a $1,400,000,000 loan and 
credit for the French in time for 
a pre-election announcement early 
last week, 

The evident American hope is 
that the Communists. will not 
show extraordinary strength nor 
yet lose so heavily as to endanger 
their position in the leftist coali- 
tion government, 

Government experts on France 
say that the Communists are now 
so strong in the political life in 
the country that no government 
could long function in opposition 
to them. And American policy, 
authoritative informants say, calls 
for the development of a strong 
France, politically stable with tra- 
ditional democratic concepts. 

While the issues in France, re- 
volving around choice of members 
for the national legislature, were 
fairly clearly drawn on political 
lines, the broad implications of 
the voting in Italy. on a referen- 
dum on the monarchy were per- 
haps not quite so clear. Commu- 
nists in Italy have been very ac- 
tive against the monarchical insti- 
tution but the issue is by no 
means exclusively a Communist 
one. 

In eastern Europe the situation 
is much more obscure, but re- 
ports coming out of Poland, among 
other countries, tell of organized 
underground activities against the 
Russian-supported central govern- 
ment.

Accordingly, last Friday, they 
merely submitted to the bedeviled 
President a document listing what 
was known already—the points on 
which they differed.

No Overall Plan. 


All sorts of individual plans 
have been made, but there is no 
overall plan. The Joint Chiefs of 
Staff even continue unable to an- 
swer the simple series of questions 
put to them nine months ago by 
the President, concerning the mis- 
sions and appropriate strengths of 
the different services, 

The final series of conferences 
between Patterson and Forrestal 
furthermore brought out a new 
and very ominous fact. The depth 
of disagreement is greater than 
had been supposed, The report on 
unification, written for the Navy 
by Forrestal's friend, Ferdinand 
Eberstadt, specifically indorsed an 
independent air force, co-equal 
with the naval forces and ground 
forces. 

Secretary Forrestal and his at- 
tendant admirals, without ever 
quite committing themselves, al- 
lowed it to be understood that 
they approved the Eberstadt re- 
port, but they were, so to-speak, 
smoked out in the meetings with 
Patterson. 

While Eberstadt, who §partici- 
pated in the conferences, con- 
tinued to plead for an independent 
co-equal air arm, Forrestal flatly 
opposed it. He insisted instead on 
continuation of the present struc- 
ture of the two departments, 
which totally submerges the air 
arm, and tends to make it a mere 
auxiliary to the ground and naval 
forces. 


Navy’s Only Concession. 


In truth, the Navy’s only real 
concession to the principles. of 
unification was the suggestion 
that a Minister of Common De- 
fense be appointed with rather 
vague powers to “co-ordinate” the 
efforts of the War and Navy De- 
partments. These would mean-

Secretary Patterson countered

sponsibility for any kind of action. 
Patterson insisted stoutly on true 
unification, along the lines which 
the Army had always demanded, 
conceding only that there was no 
absolute need for a single chief of 
staff of all the armed forces.

Sharp Animosity. 


These Army charges originate, 
of course, in the sharp animosity 
which hag been generated between 
the two services. Nevertheless, 
air, naval and ground strategists 
all agree, without qualification, 
that the offensive power of the 
armed forces of the future will be 
concentrated in long range 
rockets, capable of carrying an 
atomic warhead halfway around 
the world, and in other new 
weapons. 

The struggle for control of 
rocket development was s0 vio- 
lent that the services were forced 
to call in Dr. Vannevar Bush as 
arbitrator, but his arbitration can- 
not prevent ultimate renewal of 
the struggle which will continue 
to rage over rocket and every 
other new weapon so long as the 
services have competing corporate 
interests. 

Thus we shall have endless re- 
petitions of the ridiculous be- 
tween-wars situation, in which 
the Army’s long range bombers 
were forbidden to go more than a 
few miles to sea because that was 
Navy territory. 

Meanwhile, from the legislative 
standpoint, the Navy has the 
President and the Army over a 
barrel. A defense bill cannot be 
passed through a totally disor- 
ganized Congress unless Secretary 
Forrestal and the Admirals choose 
to call off their dogs—the ob- 
duirate chairmen of the House and 
Senate Naval Affairs Committees. 

The President must choose be- 
tween a defense bill on the Navy's 
terms, or no defense bill at all. 
It is a singular predicament for a 
Commander-in-Chief.

Atom Workers 
Turn From War 
To Peace Uses 


Scientists Team Up 
for Work in Biology, 
Metals, Nuclear Re- 
search.

CHICAGO, June 1 (AP) 

ANY scientists who had a 

M hand in developing the atomic 

bomb for war have teamed 

up in projects to harness its pow- 
er for beneficial peacetime uses. 

Their prime purpose is to gain 
a better understanding of atomic 
energy rather than to put it to 
work driving rockets to the moon. 

These men have pooled their 
talents in three new organizations 
at the University of Chicago—the 
Institute of Nuclear Studies, the 
Institute of Radiobiology and Bio- 
physics, and the Institute for the 
Study of Metals, 

The institutes were conceived 
during World War II. Brain- 
power was recruited against stiff 
competition. The staffs were 
drawn, to a large extent, from the 
ranks of scientists who had been 
engaged in war tasks; from for- 
mer enemy countries as well as 
the United Nations, 

“The appointments,” commented 
Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins, 
“place the university in a pre- 
eminent position in nuclear work.” 

Scientist’s Analogy. 

Samuel K. Allison, director of 
the Institute for Nuclear Studies 
who participated in the first atom 
bomb explosion in New Mexico, 
uses an analogy to illustrate man’s 
present position in the atomic era: 

“Early men made fire thousands 
of years before they understood 
what made it burn.” 

The modern men who produced 
atomic energy want to find out 
more about the source of this en- 
ergy. They want to find, identify 
and determine the precise power 
of new and more plentiful sources 
of this energy. 

“The problem of what holds the 
particles together in a nucleus is 
essentially unsolved,” says Alli- 
son, citing one of many remain- 
ing riddles. 

His staff now numbers 52 per- 
sons. There are two Nobel Prize 
winners—lItalian-born Enrico Fer- 
mi and Harold C. Urey. Among 
others are Arthur J. Dempster, 
discoverer of U-235, and Edward 
Teller, a native of Budapest, Hun- 
gary, who worked on the Oak 
Ridge and Los Alamos bomb 
projects. 

For Biology Studies. 

The Institute of Radioblology 
and Biophysics will use radioac- 
tive materials produced in atomic 
piles to investigate the structure 
and functions of living organisms, 
and to determine how high energy 
radiations affect biological proc- 
esses. The scientists seek basic 
information about such things as 
the aging process and the causes 
of cancer. They want, for in- 
stance, to know more about dis- 
eased cells. 

Then, says Director Raymond 
E. Zirkle, veteran of the war re- 
search army and a radiation spe- 
cialist, “we can shoot with a rifle 
instead of a blunderbuss.” 

Personnel in this division —11 
men at present—includes biolo- 
gists, physicists, chemists and 
physicians. The diverse staff in- 
cludes Dr. Austin Moore Brues, 
widely known cancer biologist; 
Dr. Kenneth Stewart Cole, recog- 
nized internationally for his work 
in nerve biophysics; and German- 
born Dr. Konrad Emil Bloch, 

Study of Metals. 

The Institute for the Study of 
Metals, with a current force of 35, 
also aims to penetrate many mys- 
teries. Director Cyril Stanley 
Smith, puts it this way: 


“We know what metals do, but |

If war comes it will 
come solely because of the blind 
incapacity of the leaders whom 
the peoples have raised to power 
‘over them. 


The Paris conference demon- 
strated the inability of the repre- 
sentatives of the major powers to 
tise above the traditional methods 
of bargaining, and of old-school 
power politics at their worst, The 
experience gained from all of the 
postwar conferences made it plain 
that unless the strategy pursued 
at those meetings was modified 
no solution for the world’s dilem- 
ma could be found, The Paris 
conference offered a final chance 
to come to grips with realities. It 
was a time for greatness, 

Breadth of View Needed. 


Throughout the Paris sessions 
there was no sign of any breadth 
of view; of any true recognition 
of what the term “one wor]d” im- 
plies; of any appreciation of the 
fact that the world of today—the 
world of the United Nations, the 
world of atomic energy—if it is 
to survive, must become a world 
built on a wholly different foun- 
dation from that of the balance- 
of-power world of the nineteenth 
century. Yet every delegation, 
beginning with the Russian dele- 
gation, operated as if its sole ob- 
jective was to refashion a balance 
of power similar to that achieved 
at the Congress of Berlin in 1878. 

There need be no extenuation of 
the course pursued by Soviet For- 
elgn Minister V. M. Molotov and 
his deputy, Andrei Vishinsky. 
Their activities bring to mind the 
words of Bismarck in the days of 
Gortchakoff: 

“The Russians are not carrying 
on a real Russian policy in the 
true interests of Russia, but rath- 
er a policy of violent aggression. 
People still believe that Russian 
diplomats are particularly crafty 
and clever, full of artifices and 
stratagems, but that is not the 
case.” 


The delegations of the West- 
ern powers made it equally plain 
that they have so far been in- 
capable of envisaging a United 
Nations policy as the alternative 
to a balance-of-power policy, as 


ASHINGTON has been submerged by a tidal wave of defeatism 
since the end of the Paris meeting of foreign ministers, even 
shough apologists vociferously maintain that the failure of the 
conference constitutes a major victory for American foreign policy. 


the one possible basis for a 
secure peace, 

As a result of it all, official 
opinion in Washington seems to 
be rapidly reaching the con- 
clusion that the only solution 
lies in the creation of two worlds 
rather than one. 

If we resign ourselves té any 
such defeatist course as this, the 
United States will admit its in- 
ability to lead the world toward 
peace, 

One of the few remaining 
truly great Europeans said the 
other day that the course pursued 
by the United States during the 
last 12 months, in its relations 
with the Soviet Union, could 
scarcely have been better designed 
to encourage a Russian policy of 
expansion. Not only has the United 
States failed to allay the deep- 
seated Russian suspicions of the 
ulterior motives of the Western 
capitalistic word. As a conse 
quence of the alternation of of- 
fical appeasement and official 
bluster, and of the apparent un- 
willingness of the American people 
to maintain their national strength 
intact until peace is assured, the 
Soviet Government has been per- 
suaded that the United States will 
not stand firmly for the principles 
which it believes to be essential to 
the..establishment, of any real 
peace, 


Meeting of Chiefs Suggested. 


Under existing conditions the 
one remaining remedy would seera 
to be a new Potsdam meeting, at 
which France should also be repre- 
sented. Even at this late date it 
seems improbable that the Soviet 
Government is prepared for a 
definite break with the Western 
World, with all that implies in 
prejudice to the welfare of the 
Russian people. Unless an agree 
ment can first be reached between 
their governments on the broad 
foundation for peace, a meeting 
of the foreign ministers in Paris 
on June 15 would prove to be 


merely a repetition of the stale- 


mate .earlier this month. 


Even if a meeting of the chiefs 
of state of the four major powers 
fails to provide any basis for 
agreement, the United States 
should still gnsist that the peace 
conference be held in Paris in 
July. No advantage has so far 
been taken of the invaluable as- 
sistance which can be rendered 
by the lesser powers in furthering 
the right kind of agreement, 

Should the Soviet Union refuse 
to participate in such a confer- 
ence, the other United Nations 
could at least agree upon a peace 
framework which would provide a 
free and lasting Eureopean order, 
and thus obtain the support of 
public opinion in all of the democ- 
racies for such a settlement. 

Without the co-operation of 
the Soviet Union, no final 
peace can be established in 
Europe. But should such a 
peace conference be held, and 
the Soviet Union thereafter be 
unwilling to approve the terms 
of settlement there formulated, 
resort could then be had to Ar- 
ticle 14 of the United Nations 
charter, as Secretary of State 
Byrnes has at least realized, in 
order to reconcile the differ- 
ences between the Soviet Union 
and the Western powers,

WENTY-SIX of the 28 top Japanese war leaders charged with 
seeking power and glory through wholesale murder and other 
crimes ranging from conspiracy against peace to maltreatment 
of prisoners go on trial in Tokyo Monday before an international

nations is represented on the high 
court which will hear evidence 
against former Premier Hideki 
Tojo, three other former Japanese 


premiers, a field marshal, three 
admirals, a dozen generals, various 
former ministers. and other of: 
ficials, and a former close advisor.

Hirohito himself, in whose name 
was waged the disastrous war in- 
volving “crimes against peace and 
¢rimes against humanity,” is not 
amang the defendants. The em- 
peror has not, however, been 
specifically exempted from possi- 
bie future action. 

Tojo and the other 27 were in- 
dicted formally April 29 as mem- 

of a “criminal militaristic 
clique” accused of conspiring 
the peace of Asia since 

1928 and eventually embroiling 
Japan in an Axis plot to rule the 


world. 
Categories of Crimes. 

The indictment charged them 
with three categories: of crimes: 
Crimes against peace, convention- 
al war crimes and crimes against 
humanity. Under the: first cate- 

it specifically accused Japan's 

ers of planning “since 1928” a 
war of aggression against Russia, 
and eventually starting wars 
against all the other 10 nations 
represented on the court. 


Under the second category it 
listed such violations of the ac- 
cepted laws of the war as the con- 
ing of rape, pillage and the mis 
treatment of prisoners. 


In the third category came mur- 
der—the murder of thousands of 
Americans at Pearl Harbor and 
the Philippines before declaration 
of war, the wholesale murder of 
civilians in China and the Philip- 
pines during the conquest or occu- 
pation of those areas, and the 
murder of helpless prisoners of 
war. 

The indictment listed as mur- 
dered some 4000 American victims 
of the Pearl Harbor sneak attack 
alone, and specifically accused all 
defendants of planning to “pro-' 
cure and permit murder on a 
wholesale scale of prisoners of 
war .. . in ruthless pursuit of 
victory in the unlawful war.” 


Court’s Authority Challenged. 

The 28 high-ranking Japanese 
thus accused all pleaded not guilty 
when arraigned, and through their 
counsel challenged the authority 
of the tribunal appointed by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur to try them. 

Their challenge was based on 
the contention, vigorously argued 
by the chief Japanese defense 
counsel, Ichiro Kiyose, that Ja- 
pan’s surrender was conditioned 
on the Potsdam declaration, and 
that this declaration’s reference to 
war crimes did not authorize trial 
of Japan's leaders for “crimes 
against peace and against hu- 
manity.” 

The charge of murder based on 
Pearl Harbor deaths likewise was 
challenged by the defense. An 
American member of the defense 
staff, Maj. Bruce Blakeney, ar- 
gued that the bs dropped on 
Pearl Harbor no more justified a 
charge of murder against high of- 
ficials than did the atom bomb 
@ropped on Hiroshima. Blakeney 
‘warned against setting a prece- 
dent under which “our own lead- 
ers may be on trial after the next 
war.”

2 Defendants Excused. 

A medical board reported last 
week that two of the 28 defend- 
ants were ill and unable to stand 
trial. They were Yosuke Matsu- 
oka, former foreign minister who 
signed the prewar tripartite pact 
with Germany and Italy, and Shu- 
mel Okawa, propagandist whose 
specialty was “Asia for the 
Asfatics.” 

Okawa, master of publicity de- 
signed to discredit the white man 
in the Orient, was rushed out of 
the courtroom at the arraignment 
May 4 when he twice slapped bald- | 
pated Tojo’s gleaming cranium. 
He talked incoherently of being

Atom Bomb’s Cheapness as Destructive Force 
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per hour and a range of 200 
miles was obtained in operations 
against England. This rocket 
weighed 14 tons and delivered 
only one ton of explosive. The 
Germans had under design a 
longer range rocket, using a 
pick-a-back principle. A large 
rocket was to carry a smal)- 
er one up to a speed of 2500 
miles per hour. At this point the 
smaller one was to take off on 
its own, attaining a speed of 5800 
miles per hour, which would, 
carry it 500 miles. The combined 
rocket would weigh 110 tons and 
deliver one ton of explosive. De- 
signs incorporating. winged rock- 
ets predicted an increase of range 
to 300 miles for V-2 by finishing 
the trajectory in a glide and an in- 
crease to 3000 miles for rockets of 
the 100-ton class. This phenomenal 
increase in range was based on a 
trajectory in which the rocket 
would bounce out of the lower at- 
mosphere into the stratosphere in 
a succession of jumps (like a 
stone skipping on water) and end 
in a glide. Extensions of these 
techniques to rockets of more than 
two stages’ permit increasing the 
range indefinitely with. a progres- 
sive decrease in per cent of pay- 
load. However, the achievement of 
range alone is of little strategic 
value unless it leads to effective 
and economical destruction of 
specific targets. 


The problem of transporting ex- 
plosive—or perhaps mail, mate- 


rials, or even persons in peace-} 


time commerce—to an assigned 
destination cannot be satisfactori- 
ly solved simply by aiming the 
rocket initially like a projectile 
from a gun. Instead, it is neces- 
sary to correct the aim and guide 
the rocket during the _§strato- 
spheric portion of its flight. In 
the case of V-2, the guiding and 
control was restricted to the first 
66 seconds of flight during which 
the rocket climbed 12 miles. The 
average error on a 200-mile shot 
was four miles—satisfactory for 
bombarding large cities such as 
London. But the same degree of 
control on a 3000-mile shot would 
lead to an average error of 60 
miles—in other words, only one 
in 600 rockets would hit a city 
the size of Washington. 


Satisfactory Accuracy. 


Obtaining satisfactory accuracy 
first requires finding the correc- 
tion in path necessary to make 
the rocket hit the target, and 
second, altering the rocket’s course 
to accord. Methods now in use 
based on radar principles satis- 
fy the first requirement with one 
mile accuracy at 100 miles and 
two miles at 600 miles from the 
control stations, No basic princi- 
ples are known which will prevent 
achieving these or greater ac- 
curacies at much larger ranges. 
The problem of altering the rock- 
et’s flight will probably involve 
deflecting the wingless types by 
rocket jets during the stratospher- 
ic portion of the flight and using 
conventional control surfaces for 
the gliding and skipping types. 
The most pertinent comment about 
rockets that can be made now is 
that research and development 
wil] improve their characteristics 
much as aircraft characteristics 
have been improved. 


Very long-range rockets were 
not a serious threat before the 
atomic bomb because of the high 
ratio of the weight—and conse- 
quently the cost—of the vehicle 
compared to the explosive load. 
Even a two-stage rocket would 
barely break even economically— 
the cost of destroying a square 
mile by this means being com- 
parable with, if not: larger than, 
the damage done to the enemy.

ing and contro] equipment would 
not make the total product in- 
efficient, for the destructive ef- 
fect would exceed the total cost 
by a large factor. 


The problem of defense against 
V-2 was unsolved during the war, 
and, although interception by 
ground-launched rockets was the- 
oretically possible, the practical 
difficulties would take years to 
overcome. The pick-a-back rocket 
and other offensive improvements 
could, on the other hand, be de- 
veloped in much less time, 


Jet Propulsion, 


Jet propulsion is another sign- 
post to the future. The limita- 
tions imposed by propellers will be 
eliminated, and ceilings will be 
lifted on the speed and altitude of 
conventional planes and their fu- 
ture developments, The most seri- 
ous limitations in aircraft per- 
formance come from the phenome- 
non of compressibility, which oc- 
curs when the velocity of the air- 
craft approaches that of sound. 
This is in part responsible for the 
fact that the rise in the speed 
curve is less sensational than 

rise in the other curves 
shown. Now that jet-propelled 
aircraft have become a reality, 
the speed of sound no longer ap- 
pears as an unsurmountable limit, 
and aircraft with supersonic 
speeds flying at stratospheric alti- 
tudes are thought to be within 
reach of a few year’s development, 
Pilotless weapons based on such 
Aircraft have potentialities at 
least comparable with the develop- 
ments of V-2. 


FUTURE REQUIREMENTS. 
Against this future of increasing 
range, speed and destructiveness 
of the weapons of air power, ade- 
quate protection by pure defense 
seems unlikely. Our defense can 
only be a counteroffensive; we 
must be prepared to give as good 
as we take or better. Should we 
ever find ourselves facing an ag- 
gressor who could destroy our in- 
dustrial machine without ‘having 
his destroyed in turn, our defeat 
would be assured. Thus our first 
defense is the ability to retaliate 
even after receiving the hardest 
blow the enemy can deliver. This 
means weapons in adequate num- 
bers strategically distributed so 
that no enemy is better situated 
to strike our industry than we are 
to strike his. 


The picture of defense by coun- 
teroffensive is a gloomy one. A 
far better protection from atomic 
weapons lies in developing con- 
trols and safeguards that are 
strong enough to prevent their 
use on all sides, for that offers 
the only hope for preserving the 
values of our civilization. Still, it 
is my duty here to trace what 
must be the air force policy of 
the United States in the absence 
of such controls—and a grim duty 
it is for any peace-loving Amer- 
ican, 

Our countermeasures to antici- 
pate and block an aggressor’s 
blows so long as such blows are 
possible, must be developed to the 
utmost. Since, in the near future, 
we expect that offensive air power 
will outstrip defense and become 
adequate to accomplish almost any 
degree of destruction, the nation 
that first develops a means of pro- 
tecting itself will be the first able 
to initiate an atomic war without 
simultaneously bringing equal de- 
struction on itself. Thus we must 
make sure that no potential ag- 
gressor outdistances us in his de- 
fense developments. And this 
means strategic bases for warning, 
detection, and interception of 
bombers for the near future and 
later for pilotless weapons. 


One passive defense of great 
importance consists of dispersing

are the least dispersed of all 
major nations. In other nations, 
dispersal either has already come 
about as a result of war or will 
be incorporated in rebuilding de- 
stroyed industry. It is worth while 
to distinguish between two kinds 
of dispersal,.One kind is required 
to prevent fatal disorganization by 
a relatively small number of ac- 
curately placed atomic mines, This 
would have to be achieved well 


in advance of open hostility. The 


other is sufficient dispersal to per- 
mit us to carry the offensive back 
to any nation daring to make an 
aggressive attack. In a world in 
which atomic weapons are avail- 
able, the most threatening pro- 
gram that a nation could under- 
take would be one of general dis- 
persal and fortification. Should 
such activities start, the world 
would see the greatest digging 
race of all time—and the greatest 
war, | 
Withholding Destruction. 
However, not only must we pre- 
pare to fight an atomic war, but— 
strange though it may seem at 
first—we must also prepare to 
fight a war in which no city may 
feel the blast of an atomic bomb. 
The possibility of a future war 
without atomic destruction of 
cities is not based on the belief 
that the enormous devastation ex- 
pected of atomic weapons will lead 
to such abhorrence of them that 
they will not be used. In the past 
no effective weapon of war has re- 
mained long unused, and in fact 
the atomic bomb has already 
brought destruction on Japan, 


But in the past destruction by 
ground forces has been largely in 
one direction, and whichever side 
had mastery could destroy without 
suffering retaliation. The antici- 
pated cheapness of destruction 
with atomic explosives, coupled 
with the fact that their use with 
air-power weapons such as rockets 
prevents adequate defense, means 
that in the future the aggressor 
who destroys his enemy’s cities 
may expect his own destroyed in 
turn. Neither side may care to 
fire the first atomic shot and thus 
bring destruction to its own cities 
and population as well as to the 
enemy’s. In addition, a nation 
planning aggressive war in order 
to enrich itself by mastering its 
opponent’s industrial and economic 
wealth may withhold some atomic 
bombing to avoid obliterating its 
contemplated loot. 

There is historic precedent for 
withholding destruction in wars. 
The case of gas in Europe is an 
example. It was used by neither 
side and the reason in Germany’s 
case was in part, at least, that she 
did not care to have gas used on 
her. Other instances of non-de- 
struction, although of a somewhat 
different type, are furnished by 
the open cities of Paris and Rome. 
A related case is that of Switzer- 
land. While not an Axis nation, 
Switzerland was safe from Axis 
attack, partly because of her abil- 
ity to retaliate by destroying her 
strategic railroad tunnels which 
would have greatly impeded the 
flow of materials such as coal be- 
tween Italy and Germany. 


Possibility of Stalemate. 


Now the arguments given 
above are not intended to com- 
fort us with the thought that, 
if all nations had atomic wea- 
pons, no nation would use them 
for fear of retaliation, All they 
show is that there is a possibil- 
ity of stalemate with respect to 
destruction of cities by atomic 
bombs. Preparedness, although 
it must be built around a Cc 
weapons, therefore cannot 
built around atomic weapons 
alone, Proper account must be 
taken of other forces of land, 
sea and air. Still another 
reason for maintaining a bal- | 
anced armed forces program is 
that, after major atomic destruc- 


tion is accomplished, a war 
might not be settled, and a con- 
flict using atomic weapons only 
in part might well continue. 

It is worth while pointing out 
that biological warfare, consisting 
of the spreading of disease, could 
occupy a position similar to 
atomic warfare and that the same 
arguments would apply to it. 

For the air force to carry out 
its mission in the future, we must 
have 

1. An up-to-the-minute air force 
with trained personnel and with 
all the latest and most efficient 
air power weapons, quite apart 
from atomic weapons, quite apart 
from atomic explosives. Our coun- 
teroffemsive must be made by a 
force in being—not a force which 
has to be mobilized in weeks or 
even days. 

2. An extensive and efficient in- 
telligence service to make avail- 
able a maximum of warning of 
worsening relations or impending 
attack. 

3. Research and development 
adequate to make our equipment 
the foremost in the world. In 
this connection great caution must 
be observed that we do not defeat 
the very object we are trying to 
achieve by trammeling our scien- 
tists with security regulations and 
thus rendering them less able to 
cope with future emergencies, 

4. Strong industry capable of 
rapid expansion for war produc- 
tion. 

5. An integrated national-defense 
organization geared to the new 
concepts of total war. 

6. Strategic bases, 

In the foregoing analysis, I have 
taken the point of view which I 
must take—that adequate interna- 
tional controls and safeguards 
have not as yet been established, 
and that the air forces must there- 
fore be prepared to protect the 
nation in a future war. How ter- 
rible that war would be is indicat- 
ed by the factual appraisal of 
what atomic explosives mean in 
comparison with the most deadly 
materials men have devised before 
them. I have mentioned the pos- 
sibilities that might lead aggres- 
sors to refrain from using atomic 
bombs in a hypothetical future 
war. Let me say again that, al- 
though they are far less economi- 
cal or efficient, conventional 
bombs as they will be developed 
before that war can come will go 
far enough toward wrecking the 
world. Thus, whetheft we recog- 
nize that atomic bombs will rain 
upon us or cling to the faint hope 
that only standard high explosives 
will batter our cities, we must re- 
alize that the time is at hand for 
the peoples of the world to admit 
that their warring power is too 
great to be allowed to continue. 
Through international collabora- 
tion we must make an end to all 
wars for good and all,

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Missouri Outing 


Clothes to Wear 
On a Fishing Trip 


By Leonard Hall 


ITH the opening of Missouri's bass fishing season, I have 

finally gotten around to a job which I urged upon those of 

my readers who are anglers several months ago—in fact, in 

the very dead of winter. The other day, the flyrods came out of 

their cases for inspection. 

The first step was to set up 

each one and whip it back 

and forth vigorously for 

the telltale “click” which in- 

dicates loose ferrules. These 

are almost certain to devel- 

op during the winter if rods 

are kept in a heated place, 

due to the drying out of 

the ferrule cement. In such 

cases it is best to take the 

ferrules off and reseat them, 

although sometimes you can 

merely apply heat to the 

metal and then press the 

bamboo firmly back into 

place. The cement should 

then be allowed to set be- 

fore trying out the rod 

again to see whether the job 

of tightening is successful. 

If the ferrules are taken 

off and reseated, this naturally means cutting the silk windings. 

Heat is then applied to the ferrule until it pops off the end of 

the rod-joint of its own volition. In expensive rods, the pin 

through the ferrule and rodrjoint must be removed. The old 

cement which is dry and dusty should be scraped or melted 

off, new ferrule cement applied and the rod-point pressed firm- 

ly into place. Generally, at the end of a hard season of fish- 

ing, there will be a tip or two, or perhaps a middle joint, which 

has snapped under the strain of long casting or fighting 

heavy fish. In such cases, the ferrule should be heated until 

the broken bit of rod-joint is forced out. Then the rod-joint 

itself should be trimmed down until you make sure you have 

no splintered end and then shaved until it fits snugly into the 

ferrule as far as it can go. After this, cement can be applied 
and each joint pressed firmly into place. 
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Next comes the job of wrapping with silk at each mended 
spot. If there are tips or middle joints which have bent during 
the previous season, these can be readily straightened by 
heating the rod gently over a low flame until the cement in 
the rod itself has slightly relaxed its grip. The joint can then 
be straightened out and set aside for the cement to harden 
again. Guides should be gone over carefully to make sure they 


have not rusted or worn with sharp edges. In either case 
they should be replaced and rewrapped so they will not 
cut the surface of your fly-line. After this, all rod sections 
should be varnished with water-proof varnish and set aside 
to dry before being returned to their cases, 
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@ PREVIOUS ARTICLES HAVE DFSCRIBED the tackle 
necessary for bass fishing in Missouri, whether you are a bait 
caster or an addict of the flyrod. Questions come in quite 
often, however,. about the other equipment necessary for stream 
fishing in Missouri. Just what you need will depend on whether 

you float the rivers by canoe and spend several days at one 
time on the stream, whether you float with a guide who has 
fishing boat and equipment or whether you go to some resort 
on the lake or stream and use this as your base. In any 
case, this equipment need not be very elaborate and this is 
one of the advantages which bass fishing in Missouri offers to 
the sportsmen. You can go equipped as elaborately as you 
like—or you can cut the corners as much as you like—and 
have an equally good time in either case, as long as you have 
those things which are essential to your comfort. 
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@ CLOTHING FOR A MISSOURI OUTING in the summer- 
time can be extremely simple. Our weather during the bass 
geason is usually warm enough so that even when you are 
wade-fishing, waders can be dispensed with as so much extra 
weight, You should certainly substitute for them, however, 
plenty of dry, warm socks and extra trousers 80 that you can 
dry out thoroughly at the end of the day’s sport and start out 
dry in the morning when the air is often chilly. The best 
shoes, whether you are wading or fishing from a boat or 
canoe, are of the heavy canvass, rubber-soled type somewhat 
similar to basketball shoes. 
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There are some folks who think that the color of 
clothing makes no difference to the fish, but any expert 
fisherman or guide will challenge this. Shirts and trousers 
of neutral colors — not white, but khaki or denim — are 
best. If you are camping out, you will want a good warm 
flannel shirt for late evenings and early mornings. A sub- 
stantial raincoat of the “slicker” type is also a necessity 
since summer thunder showers come up suddenly and can 
chill you to the bone if they last very long. 
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@ A TOILET KIT WITH SOAP, towels and possibly a pair 
of light leathe? boots to wear in the mornings and evenings 
will just about complete your personal gear. For maximum com- 
fort and ease of handling, we prefer to pack these in a duffle 
bag of moderate size which opens with a zipper down its 
length rather than only at the top. You can pack your first 
aid kit, flashlight, cigarettes and other such small indispen- 
sable items into your duffle bag. These are things which you 
will need whenever you go out for more than a day—and 
whether you stay in one place to do your fishing or float 
the rivers by boat or canoe. Other gear, aside from cloth- 
ing and fishing tackle, depends upon the kind of trip you are 
making and in coming columns I will outline what we have 
worked out over the years as camping gear suitable for any 
length trip which you may want to take in Missouri, 
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The Rising Tide of Divorce 


Will It Result in a Tragic Collapse of Family Life in America?

CHICAGO, June 1 


S the divorce decree fast be- 
| coming the death certificate of 

family life in America? Here 
are the highlights in what one 
judge terms “the gravest threat 
to democracy in the history of 
our country”: 

Divorces, nationally and local- 
ly, are topping last year’s all- 
time high. 

Children of broken homes are 
crowding reformatories, correc- 
tional schools and institutions; 
yesterday's “orphans of living 
parents,” today’s criminal 
adults, comprise the majority of 
inmates in our jails and penal 
institutions. 

Faced with what they acknowl- 
edge to be the biggest problem 
they have ever tackled, clergymen, 
psychiatrists, judges and social 
agencies are united in a last-ditch 
campaign to halt divorce and safe- 
guard the structure of our civil- 
ization. 

Today there is one divorce for 
every three marriages in Cook 
county. Throughout the nation 
the average is one divorce for 
every five marriages. In 1915 the 
ratio here was one divorce to each 
74 marriages; in 1925, one to 5; 
in 1930, one to 4.8; in 1935, one to 
4.7; in 1940, one to 4.4: in 1944, one 
to 3, 3; today, one to 3. 

“If this trend continues the 
family unit, basis of our democra- 
cy, is doomed, " said Judge Edwin 
M. Robson of the superior court. 
“It means a complete breakdown 
of our society.” 

Last year 13,345 decrees were 
granted in Cook county, involving 
10,800 children. In the last four 
years nearly 32,000 children in 
Cook.,county became victims of 
broken homes in the issuance of 
49,051 decrees. An even blacker 
picture is shaping up for 1946. For 
the first four months of this year, 
9923 new divorce suits were filed. 
What will become of these chil- 
dren of divorced parents? 

“Seventy per cent of all juvenile 
delinquency is the result of broken 
homes,” said Judge Frank H. 
Bicek of the juvenile court. 

And what of their future? 
“Sixty-five per cent of the men 
and women charged with criminal 
offences who go through our 
clinic have a history of divorce,” 
reports Dr. William H. Haines, 
director of the Cook County Be- 
havior Clinic. 

During the last 70 years the 
population of the United States 
has doubled, Marriages have 
trebled. Divorces have increased 
2000 per cent. The divorce wave 
appears to be reaching its 
crescendo throughout the nation. 

The ‘divorce court today likely 
means the juvenile or boys’ court 
tomorrow. This has become a fa- 
miliar story to judges, court 
psychiatrists and social agencies, 
They have seen—in the truant, 
the runaway, the thief, the sex 
delinquent, the robber and even 
the murderer—the child of a 
broken home. In a 10-month 
period last year 2190 delinquent 
boys and 1285 delinquent girls 
were brought to Cook County 
Juvenile Court. The boys were 
under 17; the girls under 18. 
Charges against the boys included 
burglary, auto larceny, sex of- 
fenses, purse-snatching, robbery, 
arson and forgery; the girls, sex 
delinquency, incorrigibility, lar- 
ceny, burglary and truancy. Of 
these children 70 per cent of these 
are products of broken homes. 
Throughout the country there are 
300,000 “orphans of living par- 
ents.” 

The boys’ court service of the 
Church Federation of Greater 
Chicago hears five to six hun- 
dred cases yearly involving ar- 
rests of boys 17 to 20. 

“In a large majority of these 
cases—70 to 75 per cent—their 
problems were the result of in- 
security born of unfortunate home 
conditions and were much more 
severe when the home was 
broken,” said Dr. Virgil E. Low- 
der, director of the federation.

N one family disrupted by di- 
| vorce, all five children, one after 

another, appeared in juvenile 
court, All became repeaters in 
various institutions. One boy stole 
bicycles; another was caught rob- 
bing a house; a third was sur- 
prised in the act of picking the 
pockets of a dead neighbor. The 
two girls ran away from home in 
their early teens to live with men 
out of wedlock. 

What frequently happens to the 
child of divorced parents, psy- 
chiatrists agree, is this: He feels 
insecure; suffers a loss of morale; 
develops a sense of inferiority in 
his contacts with other children. 
His mind becomes erratic and 
disturbed; he finds it hard to con- 
centrate; his school work suffers; 
he develops a feeling of worth- 
lessness and inadequacy. He joins 
a street gang to regain his sense 
of “belonging”; he is _ started 
downhill. : 

Habitual truant today—what to- 
morrow? Jim §S. is one answer to 
that question. His broken home 
was the result of death rather 
than divorce, Jim’s father died 
when the boy, oldest of six, was 
15. Deprived of his father’s disci- 
plinary influence, Jim neglected 
his school work, played truant, 
stole to finance his escapades, 
then graduated to armed robbery. 
One of his victims surprised Jim 
by whipping out a revolver. Jim 
was quicker on the draw. Today 
he is in county jail, awaiting trial 
for murder. 

A man and a woman stand be-

fore a clergyman, their eyes aglow 
with love, and promise to cherish 
each other “until death do us 
part.” A few years later the same 
couple stands before a judge in 


divorce court, embittered and dis- 
illusioned, and ask that their union 
be dissolved. Why did their mar- 
riage fail? 

Sociologists estimate that by 
1965 more than half, or 51 per 
cent, of all marriages. will end in 
divorce. Those closest to the di- 
vorce problem disagree as to the 
order of importance of the fol- 
lowing causes of divorce, They 
agree, however, that all are impor- 
tant: 

Marriage without proper prep- 
aration, Alcoholism, Selfishness, 
irresponsibility, failure to appre- 
ciate sanctity of marriage. Sex- 
ual maladjustment. Hasty war 
marriages. Economic indepen- 
dence of women. Lowering of 
moral standards. Housing. Child- 
lessness. Easy living.

ONTRIBUTING factors are a 
C changed public attitude toward 

divorce, popularization of di- 
vorce by prominent persons, par- 
ticularly motion picture stars, and 
an increased emphasis on sex in 
books, movies, newspapers, on 
stage and radio. 

During the period from 1867 to 
1886 divorces nationally occurred 
most frequently in the seventh 
year of marriage; from 1887 to 
1906 in the fifth year; from 1922 
to 1932, between the third and 
fourth years, and today in the 
third year. The average marriage 
lasts six years and eight months. 

Childlessness as a factor in di- 
vorce is indicated by the fact that 
divorce rates rise more rapidly in 
the city than in the country. In 
the city birth rates are lower. 
Farmers get the fewest peacetime 
divorces; traveling salesmen and 
actors the most. 

Thirty to 50 cent of all cases 
handled by the Association for 
Family Living concern marital 
troubles, 

“You carry into marriage all 
you have been from years past,” 
said Dr. Lester A. Kirkendall, di- 
rector of the association. “Parents 
who teach their children to be un- 
derstanding and build personality 
which is flexible are equipping 
them for a successful marriage.” 

The child of 8 or 9 who is com- 
pletely self-centered and unsocial 
in point of view or unwilling to 
compromise, he added, is laying a 
foundation that will interfere with 
his successful adjustment to mar- 
riage. Dr. Kirkendall emphasized 
that divorce is not the answer to 
marital troubles, “The best you 
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can expect out of divorce is a 
new set of problems or the old 
problems in a new setting,” he 
said, 

Judge Jacob M. Braude of wom- 
en’s court considers alcohol “a 
tremendous contributing factor in 
divorce but not the basic cause, 
Drinking is an escape. It may re- 
sult from a lack of compatibility 
or a failure to know each other 
before marriage. Success in mar- 
riage is not only a matter of find- 
ing the right person but of being 
the right person.” 

What is the answer to the 
divorce problem? Many believe 
there is only one. solution: To 
reduce the number of divorces, 
make marriage a success, 

Should marriage laws be tight- 
ened?, Should premarital educa- 
tion be compulsory? 

“Before the state will issue a 


license to practice a profession, 


the law requires rigid preliminary 
education,” said Judge John A. 
Sbarbaro of the superior court. 

An applicant must prove his 
fitness. Yet the state is perfectly 
willing—without ever questioning 
mental, moral and spiritual fitness 
—to issue a license to a man and 
woman for a fee of $2, to embark 
on the most serious of all human 
relationships—marriage.” 

A bill providing for compulsory 
premarital education in Illinois 
has been drafted by Dr. Louis L, 
Mann of Sinai Temple and at- 
torney Robert L.. Cantwell Jr. 
Dr. Mann is chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Marriage organized by 
lawyers, judges, clergymen and 
social workers several months ago 
to curb divorce, The bill, to be 
introduced in the 1947 session of 
the legislature, provides that ap- 
plicants for a marriage license be 
obliged to present a certificate 
showing that they have completed 
a course in premarital training, 
This may be either through their 
church or a counselling agency 
established by the state. 
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HE prescribed course would 
present a series of 10 lectures 
by 10 experts covering: 

Length of courtship. Sociologists 
say not less than six months and 
as long as three years is advisable, 

Similarity of religious beliefs. 
Important, particularly where the 
education and rearing of children 
are concerned; otherwise great 
tolerance is required so as not to 
infringe on the freedom of re- 
ligious worship of either party. 

Educational background. Mar- 
riage has less chance of succeed- 
ing if a wide disparity exists in 
scholastic accomplishments. 

Attitude toward children should 
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be settled in advance of marriage. 

Physical adjustment after mar- 
riage. An improper understanding 
of functions of marital relation- 
ship is a major cause of divorce, 

Under the terms of the bill the 
county clerk would be compelled 
to deny a license without a cer- 
tificate. The certificate would be 
given at the completion of a three- 
week course and would be dated 
not more than 60 days prior to 
date of application for marriage 
license, 


“We are taking the long-range. 


view,” said Dr. Mann. “While this 
plan will not produce immediate 
results, it will produce great re- 
sults. Such premarital education— 
if compulsory—would retard hasty 
marriages; discourage marriage as 
a lark; impress upon young 
people the seriousness of mar- 
riage; make clear that even mar- 
riage isn’t just ‘one’s own private 
business’ but a communal concern 
and a social responsibility; and 
impress upon young people the 
fact that privileges so sacred and 
far-reaching have responsibilities 
equally and reciprocally demand- 
ing and exacting.”

R. VIRGIL E. LOWDER, di- 
D rector of the Church Federa- 

tion of Greater Chicago, ap- 
proves Rabbi Mann's plan, but be- 
lieves premarital training should 
start much earlier, 

“High schools and _ colleges 
should prepare young people for 
marriage,” he said. “The period 
of time just before marriage is 
too short in which to receive, as- 
similate and profit by such edu- 
cation.” 

Forty ministers have contributed 
their time to divorce courts in 
Chicago for the past three months 
in an attempt to effect reconcilia- 
tions, he said. They will meet later 
this month to summarize and 
evaluate the experiment and deter- 
mine future procedure, Rabbis, 
too, have served on the court com- 
mittee on marriage, 

“These clergymen have rendered 
a fine service and their work 
should be continued,” said Dr. 
Mann. “In many instances they 
have rearranged family affairs, 
taken adequate care of child place- 
ment and even arranged alimony 
far more satisfactorily than a 
court can do when a judge hands 
down 60 to 80 weighty decisions 
in one day. But as for solving the 
divorce problem—it’s too little and 
too late.” 

When each party in a divorce 
case has called the other names, 
aired their difficulties, and ceased 
to live together, reconciliation is 
difficult. Dr. Lowder contends we 
are reaping the fruit of a good 
many years of neglect of religious 
training. 

‘We have tended to forget God,” 
he asserted. “Unless spiritually 
and morally we catch up, it may 
mean not only what we have al- 
ready experienced- -the breakdown 
of our family—but a breakdown of 
the structure of our civilization.” 

There are nine grounds for 
divorce in Illinois—cruelty, deser- 
tion, bigamy, drunkenness, adul- 
tery, conviction of a felony, 
impotency, communication of a 
venereal disease and attempt ‘on 
the life of one’s spouse. 

If the plaintiff's grievance fits 
one of these, the divorce judge is 
obliged to grant a divorce, no 
matter what his personal convic- 
tions may be. Illinois does not 
recognize incompatibility as cause 
for divorce, But there are detours. 

“In 2500 cases I heard between 
Sept. 6, 1945, and Feb. 28, 1946, 
58 per cent charged desertion,” 
said Superior Court Judge Edwin 
A. Robson. “In a great many 
cases I am convinced there was 
trumped-up evidence, Yet all I 
can do is listen to evidence as it 
is introduced, examine witnesses 
carefully and follow the law. I 
can make no investigation. My 
hands are tied.”

Jousting With Death 
In Mexican Bull Ring

MEXICO CITY, June 1 


HOW business in Mexico was never better than it is now in this 
year of grand inflation. It is tough only on the pocketbooks of the 
spectators—and on the bulls. The most exciting shows are held 
outdoors in the bull rings. The theatrical taste of the average Mexican 
runs toward melodrama with 
generous sprinklings of blood and 
gand. Performances are held in 
the afternoons only and consist 
of six acts, with one bull being 
dispatched in each act. Fifty to 
one hundred thousand patrons of 
the al fresco art will turn out on 
Sunday and weekdays for the 
matinees, which last about three 
hours, 
Show business south of the bor- 
der means big money for the pro- 
moters and the ticket agents and 
the star actors. Broadway ticket 
gougers have reason to envy their 
opposite numbers down here, Tick- 
ets to the two big bull rings in this 
capital city are priced as low as 
$1.50 and 75 cents, depending upon 
whether the seats are located in 
the shade or sun, (Mexicans pre- 
fer the shade.) But try to buy at 
the boxoffice, If one wants a fairly good seat, one must buy from a 
ticket agency or a bootlegger; hotel clerks and taxi drivers find boot- 
legging highly profitable, American tourists are paying $8 to $40 for 
tickets, and I heard of one who gave up $200 for a perch at a weekday 
festival sponsored by the Red Cross, 
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“K] Toreo,” the older of the two arenas In Mexico City, is 
situated in a built-up residential neighborhood and holds 25,000 
spectators in several tiers. The oval stage on which the 
thouands look down as in the Roman Colosseum has a dirt 
floor, which readily absorbs the blood of the bulls—and, occa- 
sionally, human blood, or the blood of horses, Even without 
the blood the arena is a mass of color, for the patrons are 
dressed in their finest,

@ THREE ADVERTISED STARS THIS DAY (for which I was 
admitted for a mere $8) were a Mexican favorite, Carlos Vera 
(“Canitas”), fresh from a successful tour of Spain, and two Spanish 
matadors, Rafael Gomez (“El Estudiante”) and Pepin Martin Vas- 
quez. These three were to slay six ferocious bulls from the northern 
Mexican breeding ranch “Coaxamalucan.” ’ 

The bands play and the first bull enters the arena shortly after 
4 p.m. to herald three hours of jousting with death. The toreadors 
are dressed in the finest silks of all colors, overlaid with elaborate 
silver and gold work. Their black patent leather pumps, pink hose, 
pants and jackets of green, blue, red and orange afford little — 
tection against the oncoming bull. 

As the gate is opened the bull rushes in, full of life. He paws the 
ground, snorts and charges the nearest toreador. Four toreadors 
are at each point of the compass. They step forth and wave silken 
drapes at the onrushing bull. The drapes are yellow on one side and 
rose on the side facing the bull. Then the fifth man on foot, the 
star matador, appointed to kill the bull, takes over the show. He 
torments the bull with a crimson cloth draped on a sword. 

* * * 

@ WHEN THE BULL IS THOROUGHLY aroused two picadors ride 
into the ring. They carry long lances and they ride blindfolded horses 
well upholstered on the side facing the bull. By this time you can 
imagine the bull/is pretty mad; with 25,000 people looking on, he is 
being made a fool of by seven men and two horses. So he charges 
the nearest horse. As he lowers his horas and bulls his way in, the 
picador leans over and thrusts the metal point of his long lance into 
a vital spot behind the horns. Seriously wounded, some bulls retreat 
at this juncture. But your wilder bulls keep boring in. 

If a bull had any sense and would concentrate on one of his 
opponents, he might get somewhere. Instead, he chases one after 
another and tires himself out. First, the five bullfighters on foot 
annoy him with their drapes. Then, the two picadors stick him with 
their lances until blood is oozing from his wounds, Then the star 
matador steps out into the center of the arena sans drape and sword 
but with two short barbs held aloft. As the bull charges, the barbs 
are sunk into his shoulders. . : 
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The bull staggers and breathes heavily. His white tongue 
is hanging out and he is slobbering. Blood is running down 
his forelegs. - He has lost the confidence with which he 
originally bounced Into the arena. He seems willing to quit 
and call it a day. But the toeadors won't let him,

@ THE PICADORS AND THETR HORSES have retir-4. it is now 
solely an issue of the men on foot against the bull. The ugly barbs 
buried in the.bull’s shoulders are beautifully festooned with confettt- 
like wrappings. With two or four or six of these barbs behind hie 
horns, the bull shakes his head and jumps up and down in frantic 
effort to free himself. 

The coup de grace is ready. With the bull wearied but still able 
to charge, the star matador pulls aside his crimson drape and exposes 
a silver sword. Standing his ground as the bull charges, the champion 
buries his sword to the hilt and leaps aside at the proper split second. 

Now the bull is done for. He stops in his tracks, staggers and 
trembles. He still could kill if someone came close enough but he 
has lost the intiative. Clotted blood is matting his shoulders and 
forelegs and staining the dust. The beast is dying but he still could 
kill. The bullfighters silently close around him. Sometimes a second 
sword is called for; in expert hands one sword is enough. After a 
painful pause the bull shudders, collapses and rolls to the ground. 
An assistant with a short dagger plunges it behind the ears, putting 
the beast out of this world. His horns are cut off for souvenirs.

HERE’S an old Scottish 

proverb to the effect that 

“mony a Mmickle maks a 
muckle.” Reduced to English, it 
says “many littles make much.” 
The better known books of 
quotations print two or more 
pages of wise sayings from the 
past having to do with the vir- 
tues of thrift, but it is doubt- 
ful that Charles Cooey or his 
wife ever read much of such 
things. Yet the. instinct for 
thrift was second nature to 
them and out of it came re 
cently a surprising develop- 
ment which set worried house- 
wives—and their wage-earners 
—by the ears from coast to 
coast, 

Cooey never in his life has 
earned a wage greater than $25 
a week. Yet after his wife’s 
death, a court proceeding in 
Philadelphia brought out the 
fact that she had saved from 
his meager earnings through- 
out the 38 years of their mar- 
ried life the amazing sum of 


£000, 

Today Cooey’s wife is dead 
without ever having enjoyed 
any of the benefits of her 
thrift other than the satisfac- 
tion the saving itself gave her. 
And today Cooey, now 70, is 
back at work driving the laun- 
dry wagon at the regular job 
in which he earned all that 
money and shows no intention 
of ever enjoying the spending 
of any of it himself.

Just as a sidelight on the 
Cooey saga, for days after the 
news was printed of the court 


action telling how Mrs. Cooey 


had saved $25,000 from his 
meager wage, the letter col- 
umns of Philadelphia newspa- 
pers blossomed with letters 
from indignant wives wanting 
to know what the papers meant 
by printing such a thing. 
“What is my husband going to 
say?” more than one wanted 
to know. “He makes more than 
that and I’ve only been able to 
save $500 in 20 years.” 

In 1901 Cooey, then 25 and 
not long from Ireland, took 
a job driving a laundry wagon 
for the Little: Sisters of the 

. Poor, who operate the House 
of the Good Shepherd in the 
Germantown section of Phila- 
delphia. The House of the Good 
Shepherd houses delinquent 
Negro girls, and at least a part 
of its upkeep comes from fine 
laundry work done by the girls 
for devout Catholics, The girls 
learn a useful vocation and ret 
enough to provide them with a 
start when they leave the 
home. It was Cooey’s job to 
collect‘and deliver the laundry 
with an old horse and wagon, 
since supplanted by a motor 
truck, His starting pay was 
much less than $25 a week and 
only grew to that figure slow- 
ly. But he got tips from well- 
to-do patrons of the laundry. 

His pay he turned over in- 
tact to his wife, Sara, after his 
marriage in 1907. What little 
personal expense he had came 
from his tips and the balance 
of those went to his wife. They 
lived frugally and she banked 
all she could, “She was a won- 
derful manager,” he says.

account. In 1910 she opened a 


second account in her own 
name and in 1922, without tell- 
ing her husband, she closed 
out the joint account and 
transferred its $3917 to her own 
account.

They had 
what they needed, They lived 
to themselves, They had few 
desires and almost nothing of 
what most people call pleasure. 
“She handled the money,” 
Cooey says with satisfaction, 

For $3200 they bought a brick 
house on Boyer st., in German- 
town where Cooey still lives.

And, for sheer luxury, they 
bought a 1910 Ford touring car 
when it was. new.

Cooey still has the 
car, as shiny and almost as 
new as when he bought it. Peo- 
ple turn to stare at it on the 
street and Cooey doesn’t like 
that, so it seldom turns a wheel 
any more. That automobile, 
and two trips to Ireland, were 
their only whirls at keeping up 
with the world, 
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It wasn’t until 1936 that 
Cooey’s wage reached its $25 
maximum, but meantime ma- 
turing life insurance policies 
had added several hundred dol- 
lars to the bank fund. Last 
year he injured his back and 
Sara told him to retire. It was 
time to take life a little easier

So he quit driving the laun- 
dry truck. A few days later, 
on April 30 of last year, he 
found Sara lying in the garden. 
A trowel was in her hand, but 
she was dying of a heart at- 
tack. Dazed by his sorrow, 
Cooey went to the bank to 
draw money for funeral ex- 
penses, and he was dazed even 
more when the bank official 
gently told him he had no 
money on deposit—it was all 
in his wife’s name and there- 
fore part of her estate.

URBANA, Ill., June 1. 


HE students in the Milwaukee 
High School classroom laughed 
when 17-year-old Donald Bey- 
eradorf raised his voice in reply 
to the teacher’s question on the 
first morning after his three-day 
absence from school, But the 
laughter, rather than being the 


usual muffled giggling that had. 


often greeted Donald’s  high- 
pitched soprano, was instead, a 
shout, first of disbelief, then ‘de- 
light, which quickly changed into 
a roar of approbation. 

Donald’s voice, as the result of 
his three-day visit to the speech 
clinic at the Universit; of Illinois, 
had changed from its high note 
to a low, full tone like the deep- 
ening voice of any maturing boy. 
Even more remarkable was the 
fact that most of the change had 
been brought about in one day. 

As incredulous as Donald’s fel- 
low students is any one who hears 
the recording made by the Mil- 
waukee boy, the first half of it 
made when he entered the clinic, 
the last half just before he left. 
The contrast is so startling as to 
be beyond description, except per- 
haps to say that the difference is 
as great as that between a choir 
boy and Bing Crosby. 

Responsible for this change is 
Dr. Severina Nelson, head of the 
clinic, who detected a low note 
in Donald’s high-pitched laugh, 
and her six assistants who joined 
forces in the intensive one-day 
course in breathing and _ voice 
training, the course which led to 
Donald’s triumphant and speedy 
return to school and made him, 
as he later wrote the clinic, “the 
happiest person in the world.” 

“There are no miracles in this 
work,” Dr. Nelson insists firmly, 
and then goes on to tell you about 
the football player (“all muscle 
and brawn, 190 pounds of it”) 
whose embarrassingly high, thin 
voice had found its normal range 
after three lessons; of the four- 
year-old boy who didn’t talk at 
all (“because his parents did 
everything for him and he didn’t 
have to talk”) but who was talk- 
ing in complete phrases four 
weeks after Mildred Preucil, the 
children’s specialist, taught him to 
imitate the first animal sound; 
the veteran who had lost the 
power of speech as the result of 
an operation and is now learning 
to talk again; the small boy with 
a eleft palate who has blown the 
ping-pong ball so diligently that 
he can now grin like any other 
small boy and say, “Hi there” 
when you come into the room. 
And many many others who have 
been given one of the most price- 
less basic gifts of all, normal 
speech, 

“We operate with a two-fold pur- 
pose,” Dr. Nelson explained, as 
she led the way on a tour of the 
clinic, which occupies part of the 
basement of Gregory Hall. “First 
of all we take care of students 
and faculty members who have 
speech defects, and secondly, we 
operate a training school for stu- 
dents who want to do speech cor- 
rection work. As part of their 
training, they work with children. 

“There's an entirely different 
technique in handling speech de- 
fects in children, you know. With 
adults, you say, ‘This is what you 
do’, With a child you make a 
game of it, so that most of the 


children don’t even know they're 


here for speech training.” 


About 30 new children are taken 
into the clinic each semester and 
there are usually about 110 under 
supervision. Children come from 
all over the state of Illinois for 
the free treatment, but most of 
them are from Champaign county. 
Two of them were in the chil- 
dren’s room—a room specially de- 
signed by an industrial art stu- 
dent with all furnishings on the 
eye level of a small child—in the 
care of Mary Ann Allen, a student 
clinician. 

“Margie, the little girl, needs 
help with articulation sounds,” 
Dr. Nelson said, “There’s nothing 
basically wrong with her speech; 
she merely needs help as chil- 
dren often do. The little boy, Len- 
nie, has a cleft palate.” 


In spite of this handicap, 
Lennie, who could make only un- 
intelligible sounds when he first 
came to the clinic, now speaks al- 
most normally and is about to be 
released, Part of this eure has 
been effected through games such

as blowing a ping-pong ball across 
a board until it reaches a slot, 
falls down and rolls back. 

“The ping-pong game,” 
Lois Kirchenfaut, who is in 
charge of cleft palate cases, “was 
designed specifically for these 
children who must have air di- 
rected through their mouth in- 
stead of their nose. The only 
sounds that come through the 
nose in normal speech are ‘m’, 
‘n’, and ‘ng’, but with cleft palate 
children all sounds come through 
the nose. Blowing the ball helps 
direct air through the mouth in- 
stead.” 


Another: child who is showing 
marked progress is Barry, a spas- 
tic boy who is learning to talk 
under the guidance of Mrs. Marie 
Shere, who was formerly at S&St. 
John’s Crippled Children’s Hospi- 
tal in Springfield, Ill. 


“One thing about cerebral palsy 
or spastic cases,” Mrs. Shere says, 
‘is that if the mentality is there 
the child can learn to talk. 
Progress may be slow but the im- 
provement is permanent and they 
never retrogress. 

“What we would like to see is 
more‘ attention paid to cerebral 
palsy. A few years ago people 
didn’t even see these children, 
they were kept out of sight. Now 
we know that much can be done 
for them and one of the most im- 
portant things we can do is teach 
them to talk.” 

When a child enters the clinic, 
he goes through a complete diag- 


nosis and a series of tests, among 
them hearing tests, and in this, 
too, the clinic has devised a sort 
of game, which is taught them by 
Marion Quinn, supervisor of the 
deaf and hard of hearing. The 
game consists of removing 
brightly colored wooden cylinders 
from a block to the beat of a tom- 
tom, which is moved, gradually 
from within sight to a place out 
of sight, the rhythm varied so he 
cannot bluff his moves. Other 
toys are assembled and rearranged 
to sounds at varying frequencies, 
a bell, a pitch pipe, and finally 
the human voice. In addition to 
this, classes for parents of hard 
of hearing children are held to 
instruct them how to help their 
children, 
x * 


HILDREN are not the only 
([ persons aided by the clinic. 

University students who are 
handicapped by an “l” or “r” de- 
ficiency in pronunciation, some 
with nasal qualities, instructors 
who have difficulty making them- 
selves heard, and stutterers are 
also helped. Since stutterers, the 
majority of which are men, are fre- 
quently anti-social, group periods 
in which they practice introduc- 
tions and conversation, plus a 
weekly dancing class, are held for 
their benefit. Besides this, Mrs. 
Naomi Hunter, instructor in 
charge of stutterers, coaches them 
privately, having them read aloud 
and recording their progress on a 
seismograph-like machine, called

a kymograph and pneumograph, 
which registers the amount of 
atuttering. 

The clinic does not work with 
male students who want to emu- 
late “The Voice” or girls who 
would like to talk like Lauren 
Bacall, though the university of- 
fers such voice training courses, 
but only with those whose voice 
is sufficiently defective to be a 
social and educational handicap. 
Among these are foreign students 
whom Clarence Angell, in charge 
of dialectic work, helps in under- 
standing the rhythm and trend 
of English pronunciations, Angell 
has also worked recently with a 
65-year-old man who had to be 
taught to use an artificial larynx. 

Another incident of an adult 
who had to learn to talk again 
was the veteran. who lost the 
power of speech as the result of a 
brain tumor operation, and came 
to the clinic with a vocabulary of 
two words, “Yes”, and “Jesus”. 

“‘Jesus’ might mean anything,” 
said Dr. Nelson. “It might mean, 
when spoken gently, ‘I think

Well, then, after a few days

The: clinic, which has been in 
operation for ten years, was 
started by Dr. Nelson, the only 
speech correctionist in the uni- 
versity at that time. <A‘ former 
high school teacher in Iowa, she 
had taken her Ph.D. at Wiscon- 
sin U. and at first specialized in 
speech interpretation but changed 
to speech pathology as her in- 
terest in it increased. Her enthu- 
siasm, plus a brisk business-like 
air, are reflected in the rest of 
ree : efficient and enthusiastic 
staff. 


“T have an excellent staff and 
they\ are responsible for the fine 
work we've been able to do,” she 
said. “The students who are 
trained by us must be girls and 
men who like people and are ex- 
tremely patient. We feel that 
whether the girls are preparing 
for a profession career or mar- 
riage, they learn a great deal in 
our course about the handling of 
children.” 
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UMAN insight is one of the 
BS ee qualities in correct- 

ing speech defects as Dr. Nel- 
son illustrated by one incident. 


“We had one girl student who 
had a terrible monotone voice,” 
she recalled. “Everything she said 
sounded sad and none of our vocal 
exercises seemed to help. One day 
I asked her, ‘Why do you sound 
so sad all the time?’ 

“‘T am sad,’ she said in this 
same droning voice. A little inves- 
tigation revealed that she was 
worried about her appearance, her 
grooming, she was overweight, 
she didn’t have any dates. At the 
boarding house where she lived 
she was taking a sandwich. to 
her room for meals instead of 
going out, 

“When we found all this we 
immediately stopped the vocal 
exercises and began on grooming 
and make-up. We had her go on 
a diet and moved her into a resi- 
dence hall where she had to eat 
with large groups of girls. We 
taught her to dance and got her 
a date. All this, you see, we con- 
sidered important. Well, she went 
home for vacation and came back 
to school in October. She came to 
my office and said, ‘Hel-lo, Miss 
Nelson. I love it where I’m living 
now, I’m having a grand time,’ 
and all of it in a voice that 
literally sang. 

“So you see our whole philoso- 
phy is that speech is a matter 
of the entire personality. It’s not 
something you can correct by 
looking on page 97 of a book. 
That’s why we get such a kick 
out of our work, out of helping 
people. We feel that when we 
give them a new way of speech, 
we're helping them enter a new 
life.”

That 
year the monkey house was 
built; in 1926 the reptile house, 
in 1929 the bird house and 
mammal pits and in 1935 the 
antelope house and surrounding 
paddocks.

The open cages with simulat- 
ed granite formations were 
Vierheller’s idea and it took a 
bit of doing. After many ex- 
periments a method was dis- 
covered for blowing colored 
cement from cement guns onto 
previously constructed frames. 
Many zoos have tried to copy 
them. The natural looking 
rock formations in the bear 
pits resulted from moulding 
concrete in plaster casts. 

The nucleus of the three 
now-famous shows — the mon- 
key show, the lion show and 
the elephant show — was a 
single orangutan named Sam 
who liked to show off. He did 
a few little stunts on Sunday 
afternoons, like riding. a bike 
and drinking from a bottle. It 
was so popular that Vierheller, 
whose sense of showmanship is 
not the least of his qualities, 
saw the possibilities. Today the 
zoo is nationally famous for its 
shows.

Divide Play Award 


By Jack O'Brian 


NEW YORK, June 1 (AP), 

HE Sidney Howard Memorial Award for 1946, given each 

year to a playwright whose first drama shows sufficient 

worth to be thus encouraged, and which carries with it 
added cash encouragement of $1500, this year was divided equally 
between Garson Kanin, author of the hugely successful “Born 
Yesterday,” and to Arthur Laurents for “Home of the Brave,” 
one of last season's most respected failures. 

In dividing the award, the Playwrights’ Company noted: “We 
do not mean to suggest that both plays are of equal merit, or 
that they are in any way comparable one to another, except in 
that they both represent fine writing for the theater. 

“Mr. Kanin’s ‘Born Yesterday’ is a first play of such con- 
siderable merit and it has obtained such a deserved success that 
its selection for this year’s award is an obvious one. It is cer- 
tainly the hope of the Playwrights’ Company that the acclaim 
accorded to ‘Born Yesterday’ will encourage its author to write 
a great many more plays.

““HOME OF THE BRAVE,’ by Mr. Laurents, was not a com- 
mercial success but it revealed the kind of passionate talent 
which the theater desperately needs. ‘Home of the Brave’ un- 
doubtedly suffered because it was a war play, coming at a time 
when too many members of the audience wanted to forget its 
continuingly important subjects. But Mr. Laurents has much 
to say and he has revealed the ability to say it.” 

The Playwrights’ Company noted an allegorical coincidence 
in this year’s award, since both Laurents and Kanin served long 
and honorably in World War II, service which was paralleled 
one war earlier by Sidney Howard, who became a great American 
@ramatist after a distinguished career in the United States Air 
_Corps in World War I. 

The memorial is offered annually by Mr. Howard's colleagues, 
who banded together in a group to present their plays under a 

-Bingle sponsorship. They include Maxwell Anderson, 8. N. Behr- 
man, Elmer Rice and Robert E. Sherwood, who felt they best 
could honor his memory by encouraging young writers.

BREAD: Here's a wonderful 
bread that uses soy flour and rye 
flour in its make-up, so that not 
so much wheat flour has to be 
called upon. 

Blend a cake of compressed 
yeast with a tablespoon of flour 
and one-half teaspoon salt, using 
a spatula—no liquid. Sift one and 
one-half cups soy bean flour, one 
and one-eighth cup whole wheat 
coarse flour, one and one-fourth 
cups white flour, and one and 
two-thirds cups rye flour, mix 
them and then warm them slight- 

Sly. Blend them with the first in- 
gredients. Then add three beaten 
eggs, one-fourth cup dark mo- 
lasses, a tablespoon of butter, a 
cup of mashed potato and a cup 
of liquid—you can use milk or 
water. Blend thoroughly. 

Put the dough in a bowl, cover 
and let rise to double its bulk. 
Cut down with a knife, turn out 
on floured board, knead, shape 
and put in two greased loaf pans. 
Cover, let double bulk again and 
then bake in a hot oven for forty- 
five minutes unti] done, 

This bread is excellent with 
cream cheese and fruit for a last 
course at a meal.
